Stanley Kunz made a desperate 
attem pt to appear facetious and offered a 
resoluticn setting forth that, as the Mayor 
had been absent ten days. and is likely to be 
absent ten days longer, and as the charter in 
such cases provides for the appointment of a 
Mayor pro tem., Ald. John McGillen be 
selected as such Mayor pro tem. The rosolu- 
tion was referred to the Committee on Elec- 
tions and Kunz was laughed at for his pains. 
Ald. O'Neill called up the ordinance grant- 
ing the Calumet Electric Street railway com- 
pany and the South Chicago City railway 
company the right to construct a surface road 
along Stony Island avenue from Seventy- 
ninth street to Sixty-fourth street; also on 
Sixty-seventh street from Stony Island avenue 
to a connection with the cable road on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue; also on Seventy-ninth 
street from Commercial to Stony Island ave- 
nue, 

The use of overhead wireggis provided and 
the Commissioner of Public Works is made 
supervisor of the plans. A hcense fee of $50 
for each car is fixed and five cent fare is 
stipulated. Ald, Reddick offered an amend- 
ment substituting the underground electric 
systen and forbidding vuverhead wires. It 
was tabled by a vote of 41to16. Ald. Swift 
secured the passage of an amendment allow- 
ing United States letter-carriers in uniform to 
ride free. 

Fight Over Halsted Street Bridge. 

When the special order on the resolution au- 


construction of viaducts over 


thorizing the letting of a contract for the 


erection of a hydraulic lift bridge across the 
river at South Halsted street to J. A. L. Wad- 
dell without advertising for bids upon the ba- 
sis of $147,000 for the structure came up for 
consideration Ald. Cooke opposed’ on the 
ground that the people of his ward wanted a 
double roadway swinging bridge, and he 
moved: that the matter be recotnmitted. 
Ald. Kent offered a substitute to the effect 
that the Commissioner of Public Works be 
directed to advertise for bids in the usual way. 
Ald. Stuckart supported the original resolu- 


tion. He said that the government had pro- 
hibited the placing of a pier in_ the 
river, and that a, lift bridge or a 


jackknife bridge would have to be placed 
at that point. He said the delay was costing 
the people of the vicinity $20,000 a day. He 
claimed that the reason the Commissioner 
did not advertise for bids was because Wad- 
deli had a patent on the lift bridge. 

Several Aldermen claimed that the bridge 
could be built for $100,000. Commissioner 
of Public Works Aldrich was present, and at 
the request of the Council gave the reason 
why the lift bridge had been selected for 
Halsted street. He said that the question was 
for the Council to decide whether 
the bridge was practicable, but he was in 
favor of advertising for bids. He stated that 
the City Engineer had figured upon the mat- 
ter and that the price was reasonable. Ald. 
Cooke’s motion to recommit was lost and 


Ald. Kent’s motion that the Commissioner ad- - 


vertise for bids was carried. . 

An invitation was read from Mayor Edward 
S. Stuart of Philadelphia asking the city of- 
ficials and the members of the Council to visit 
the City of Brotherly Love while on their way 
to New York to attend the ceremonies of the 
celebration of the 400th anniversaay of the 
discovery of America. It was accepted on 
the motion of Ald. Jackson. 

Ald. Mulvihill introduced an order direct- 
ing the Superintendent of Police tu enforce 
the ordinance governing the use of whistles 
on locomotives. The rules were suspended 
and it was passed. Ald. Reddick got the rules 
suspended and an order passed prohibiting 
the use of drums in religious services. The 
order is directed against the Salvation Ariny. 
Mr. Reddick claimed that the noise made by 
the Salvation Army in the Fifteenth Ward 
had annoyed the people in the vicinity of the 
barracks. 

Property Owners to Protest. 

The special order relating to the [Illinois 
Central ‘* Y’’ on Seventy-first street was con- 
tinued until the next meeting of the Council. 
There was a large delegation of property- 
owners present to protest against the build- 
ing of the track. The report of the Commit- 
tee on Streets and Alieys South granting Eu- 
gene Vallen a permit to build a bridge across 
the alley to connect with the building at No. 46, 
Dearborn street was concurred in: The ap- 
pointment of Edward Remington as clerk of 
the Third District Police Court was con- 
firmed. 

The Cauncil concurred in the report of the 
Finunce commitee recommending the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 for the purchase of tap- 
ping machines to tap water-pipes. The or- 
dinance of Ald. Dorman to vacate all alleys 
in Block 18 in Douglas Park addition was 
voted down and recommitted. 

Mayor Washburne sent in ‘a short message 
vetoing the order: passed at the last meet- 
ing directing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to advertise for bids for lowering the 
main sewer in Lincoln avenue, from Welling- 
to Belmont avenue. He assigned as a reason 
that the measure provided) for the payment 
out of the general fund instead of by special 
assessment, as required by ordinance. The 
message and order went to the Finance com- 
mittee. 

Ald. Tripp presented an order asking the 
Corporation Counsel to submit the milk. ordi- 
nance at the next meeting. It was passed. 

Ald. Kenny sent in the report of the School 
cominittee recommending concurrence in the 
Board of Educations proposition to erect an 
eighteen-roum school at Sheridan and Weage 
avenues and a sixteen-room building on West 
Forty-first street. Each will cost. $70,000, The 
report was concurred in. 

Ald. Morris obtained the passage of 
an order directing the Commissioner 
of Public Works to issue to G. W: Bry- 
son a permit to cross Monroe, Adams, Quincy, 
Jackson, Van Buren, and Congress streets, 
between Dearborn and State streets, and La 
Salle, between Monroe and Adams, with a 
two anda half inch pipe for electric’ light 
wires. 

Ald. Gosselin secured the passage of an 
order on the Corporation Counsel asking him 
to furnish an opinion on the Counci "s power 
to compel the street car companies widen 

tunnels. 

og Aso Frisch, attorney at law, No. 126 East 
Washington street, retitioned the Council yes- 
terday tor a public system of water-closets, 
and his idea is to have them established on 
the Vienna plan. Public water-closets there 
are established every three blocks in both res- 
idence and business portions, and compart- 
ments are especially fitted for the use of 
ladies. Every necessary is provided for the 
arrangement of toilets, and the small fee of 
10 cents is charged for their use.

FIRE COSTS ONE LIFE. 


HENRY WALBAUM FATALLY HURT 
WHILE DRIVING HIS ENGINE. 


Gates Not Down at the Morgan Street 
Crossing of the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific, and a Passenger Train Crashes 
Into Engine No, 3, Answering a Special 
Call to the Cory-Ogden Paint Factory 
on West Eighteenth Street—Many Fam- 
ilies Rendered Homeless. 

Fire broke out in the Cary-Ogden paint 
manufacturing plant, Nos. 266 to 278 West 
Eigfiteenth street, shortly after 6 o’clock last 
night, gutting the factory and causing 4 loss 
of $150,000 io its owners. Four adjacent 
tenement houses were totally destroyed and 
three others so badly damaged that their for- 
iner occupants are homeless. 

The blaze was also attended by the fatal 
injury of one fireman and the serious injury 
of two more. Engine No. 3, called on a 
special alarm after a *‘4-11”’ had been turned 
in, Was crossing the Chicago'anda Northern 
Pacific tracks at Morgan street, when it was 
struck by a passenger'train. ‘Tne gates at the 
crossing were not closed. The injured are: 

FLAVIN,. THomas, Lieutenant Engine No. 3, No. 
317 Sedgwick street, injured about hips and side; 
will recover. 

Hickey, Jonn J., fireman Hose Company No. 
12, thrown from cart on West Lake street; in- 
jured internally. 

WaLsaum, Henry, driver Engine No. 3, No. 559 
Milwaukee avenue, skull fractured and internal 
injuries; will die. 

Thrown Into the Air. 
When the train struck the engine Walbaum 


was thrown thirty feet in the air, alighting on | 


his head. Lieut Flavin was sitting by Wal- 
baum’s side. 
the other side of the track. Assistant Enzi- 
neer R. W. Cobell, who was standing cn the 
tail board, was also sent flying through the air, 
but he escaped without ascratch. Both horses 
were killed, the wheels of the machine were 
mashed, and its dome was crushed in. 

Peter Orkandie, the Italian gateman in 
charge of the crossing, was, arrestec and 
locked up at the Maxwell Street Station. He 
declared he made an attempt to close the 
gates, but was unable tc do so on account of 
the many teams hurrying across the tracks in 
both directions. 

Walbaum was removed to the County Hos- 
pital by the Maxwell street ambulance. - Doc- 
tors there say his: recevery is impossible. He 
hasawife and two young children. 
Flavin was taken to his home. 

Engine Company No. 15, in charge of Pipe- 
man Patrick O’Donnell, was drawn a part of 
the way to the fire by one horse. While cross- 
ing Nineteenth street on Morgan the teain at- 
tached to this engine was run into by an ex- 
preassman named James Welsh. The fire 
company’s horse, struck- by the shaft of the 
express wagon, was badly injured and had to 
be sent to the supply barn. The express wag- 
on was overturned and Welsh thrown to the 
ground. He escaped with several bad bruises. 

The fire was a hot one. The buildings were 
filled to their utmost with inflammable mate- 
rial, there being $125,000 worth of stock and 
machinery. The loss is covered by insurance, 
The buildings were valued at $25,000. 

Many Families Rendered Homeless. 


Four tenement houses opposite the factory 
were destroyed, and their contents are a total 
loss. Three other tenement houses were par- 
tially torn down or injured by water to an 
extent which makes their tenants homeless. 
Seven poor families are left with nothing but 
the clothing on their backs, 

The list of houses burned and families ren- 
dered homeless is as follows: 

Two-story frame, No. 257 West Eighteenth 
street, occupied by James Breen; wholly de- 
stroyed ; loss, $2,000; partially insured.

One-story frame, No. %1 West Eighteenth 
street, occupied by Dennis Tracy; wholly de- 
stroyed ; loss, $1,500; partially insured. 

Grocery ®tore, No. 257 West Eighteenth street; 
owned by James Breen; loss by tire and water, 
$2,000 ; partially insured. , 

Two-story brick dwelling next to the paint 
factory ; occupied by Thomas Hannon; loss from 
fire and water, $2,500; no insurance. 

Dwelling and milk depot, No. 256 West 
Eighteenth street; owned by August Newfeldt; 
wholly destroyed ; loss, $2,000; light insurance. 

Confectionery store, No, 252 West Eighteenth 
street; owned by Joseph Weimer; loss, $1,000; 
covered by insurance. 

Two-story frame house, No. 267 West Eighteenth 
street ; occupied by James Doody ; loss, $1,800; no 
insurance. 

Their Pitiable Condition, 


The condition of the families left destitute 
is pitiable. The sisters of the Sacred Heart 
Convent threw open their doors and took in 
the sufferers. Martha Tracy, the 18-year-old 
daughter of Dennis Tracy, was nearly suffo- 
cated by smoke. She was taken in by the 
Sisters of Charity and layin a swoon for near- 
ly two hours. Mrs. Tracy was missing for an 
hour, and it was thought she had perished, 
but she was found wandering about the 
streets in a dazed condition. Dennis Tracy 
is a laborer on the Chicago, Alton and St. 
Louis railway. There are nine children in his 
family, and they are homeless, without a dol- 
lar’s worth of goods. The Neufeldt and White 
families are nearly as badly off. 

Thomas Hannon had just built his brick 
residence, and was about to insure the build- 
ing, but had not done so. 

The Sisters of Charity at the Sacred Heart 
Convent were badly frightened. The convent 
is only a few doors east of the paint factory, 
and it was feared that an explosion would 
wreck the building. 

The Cause a Mystery. 

The origin of the fire 1s unknown. It was 
discoverea at 6:10 p.m. The workmen had 
quit work at 5:30 and the watchman, Patrick 
Dolan, and a few of the teamsters were about 
the premises. The watchman says he was on 
the third floor, going his rounds, when he 
heard a cry of fire outside. He rushed out of 
the building and found the upper stories all in 
flames. 

John Powers, who saw the fire five minutes 
after the flames burst out, said: 

**When I first saw the flames they were 
bursting out of the fourth story on the south- 
west corner. When the fire had sprung across 
the street to Tracy’s house several of us rar 
over there and broke in the front door. We 
found Dennis Tracy prostrate on the floor. 
Ten minutes more and he would have been 
burned up. The tamily had escaped by the 
back door.”’ 

William H. Cary, President of the Cary-Og. 
den Paint Manufacturing company, arrived at 
the works from his home on the North Side 
an hour and a half after the fire started. He 
said : 

“* The total loss will be about $150,000. It is 
covered by insurance with eight companies, 
whose names Ido not recall. The insurance 
was placed by Moore & Janes, Nos. 157 and 
159 La Salle street. How the fire started is a 
mystery. Idonot believe it was the work of 
an incendiary. Itseems to have started in the 
drying rooms on the fourth floor and as near as 
I can gather inthe center of the building. 
The horses and other contents of the barns in 
rear of the factory are safe. A large quantity 
of oil im a building in the rear is safe. The 
works were running at their capacity and 
every floor was full of stock. We will begin 
to rebuild as soon as practicable.”’ 

Employed One Hundred and Fifty Men. 


The building was of brick, 143x150 feet in 
its dimensions. and four stories high. About 
150 hands were etnployed in the factory. _

Many Buildings: Burned and Valuable 
Records Destroyed. 

Paout, Ind., Oct. 3.-—[Special.]—The most 
disastrous fire of the many which have visited 
this little city in the last few years broke out 
this morning in the rear of Kibler & Sons’ 
grocery store. The flames spread rapidiy to 
the residence of Mrs,.Martha K. Andrew, 
then destroyed the store-room of George W. 
Thomas and the township trustees’ office with 
all the records and a large supply of school 
books. These were also destroyed: P. M. 
Miller’s general insurance building, C. ©. 
Warren & Co.'s general furnish- 
ings, the Acme Feather company, 
Ben Stinson’s residence, and the 
American Express company office. The con- 
tents of ali these buildings, save Thomas’ gen- 
eral store, were lost. On spread the flames to 
the postoffice, Dr. Lindley’s building and 
office, the home of John E. Lindley, the home 
of Mrs. Rachel Williams and her millinery 
establishment, White’s barber shop, Osborne’s 
great wareroom, Osborne’s store building, 
and Stinson’s dry goods store. 

By the most desperate work the fire was 
prevented from spreading to a large stable 
adjoining the latter, or else much more terri- 
tory would have been burned over. One- 
fourth of the public square is in ashes and all 
the persons named are out of homes and busi- 
ness.

3.—Early this morn- 
ing a fire occurred in the Kamm Block, a four- 
story brick structure, intlicting a total loss of 
$50,000. John G. Gray, a carriage maker, was 
burned to death and Doz Huston, a fireman, 
was seriously injured. The United States 
signal office, located in the building, sustained 
several thousand dellars loss in damage to in- 
struinents, 

New York, Oct. 3.—[Special.]|—Fire broke 
out half an hour before noon tuday in Fiss & 
Doerr’s auction stables, which extend from 
Nos. 147 to 151 East Twenty-fourth street and 
through the block to Twenty-fifth street. 
There was an auction sale of horses in prag- 
ress at the time the fire was discovered, ahd

The injunction of the Supreme 

Court is an order issued Sept. 25 in the case 

of Charles G. Crews against S. E. Coffman 

and others, A petition was filed June 23 by 

Coffman with the County Commussioners to- 

have ai special election held to vote, 

upon the question of the relocation of the 
county seat. The election was called through 

Charles G. Crews. Objections were made to 

the action of the board on the ground that 

the petition did not comply with the require- 
ments of the statute, that of the names at- 

tached to the petition three were minors, 358 

non-residents, 326 fictitious, 351 bribed, 121 

forged, and many procured by misrepresenta- 

tion. The matter was taken to the District 

Court by the objectors and the Board of 

County Commissioners was sustained in 

its acts. In the meantime the election 

was held July 19 and on the face of 
the returns it-appeared that Trenton, the rival 

of .the old county seat Culbertson, had a 

majority of three votes and a fraction. The 


‘oppondhts of the election brought their case 


up from the District Court to the Supreme 
Court and obtained an order enjoining the 
county officers from removing their offices 
from Culbertson. This is the order which is 
being disregarded. The towns are twelve 
miles apart, the former having 400 and the 
latter 600 people. Tonight Culbertson 1s vir- 
tually in a state of siege. Every citizen 
in the city is. around with whatever 
weapon he can find, and the town is encircled 
by sentinels. Noope can enter without a 
challenge from the guards. When the Tren- 
ton people appeared this morning it was to 
the number of 100. They appeared to aproach 
the town with a vieW ofcarrying off the rec- 
ords with a rush. They were not armed, and 
a shot from the Sheriff’s rifle sent them on 
the run for Trenton. There is no communi- 
cation between the two places, but it is known 
that Trenton people are armed and excited. 
Troops are expected here hourly. If they do 
not arrive.soon another fight may occur. 


| ROBBERS SCARED OFF 


FOUR MEN ATTEMPT TO LOOT AN

Ents, Pa.,Oct.3.—[Special. ]—An attem pt was 
made to rob the Keystone National Bank here 
today, by four men. One of the bank officers 
‘was wounded and the prisoners were all capt- 
ured. It was about 12:30 o’clock this after- 
noon, and no customers were in the bank. 
Assistant Cashier Frank Kepler and Clerk 
Charles Liebel were busy balancing their 
books and counting money and checks when 
suddenly a quartet of tough-looking strangers 
burst into the room, revolvers in hand. The 
strangers took positions at each of the win- 
dows around the desks within, and, pointing 
their revolvers at the heads of the two clerks, 
told thein to throw up their hands, : 
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Instead of domg as directed the cashier 
snatched up a papé®-weight and was about 


dealing the fellow nearest him a_ blow’ 


when two shots were fired by the intruders. 
One of the bullets struck Kepler in the left 
cheek, inflicting a serious but not dangerous 
wound. The young man fell fainting tu the 
floor, and the rubbers becoming frightened 
ran from the bank dnd fled up Eighth street. 

Brandishing their revolvers they emerged 
from the bank, followed at least by 100 excited 
pursuers. ‘‘They have killed Frank Kepler; 
kill them; hang them,” shouted the angry 
crowd as they came nearer and nearer to the 
fleeing men, but drew back directly as the 
muzzies of four revolvers were threateningly 
pointed at them.- The robbers ran west oa 
Eighth street, hotly pursued by the citizens, 
Among them was John Ziedler, a machinist, 
who was fired at by one of the robbers, but 
escaped untert. 

Special Officer William Doehrel ran out and 
joined the crowd of pursuers. Hailing the 
driver of a passing wagon he jumped in and 
had the driver pursue the robbers, and finally 
got ahead of the fugitives. The officer then 
jum ped outand withdrawn revolver command- 
ed the men to throw up their hands. The 
answer was a shot from a revolver by one of 
the desperadoes. As the officer was in the act 
of returning the fire the men thought better of 
it and surrendered. They were handcuffed to- 
gether and marched to the police station and 
locked up in separate cells, 

On being searched nine revolvers of differ- 
ent caliber and a collection of knives and 
brass knuckles were found on them. The 
prisoners gave their names as John Courtney 
and C. H. Hawley of New York City and Dan 
P. Evans and .Charles W. Smith of Syracuse.

Yet, in spite 
of all these manifestly good symptoms, the 
invalid is not on the road to recovery, nor, 
unfortunately, is. that happy contingency 
even seriously thought of. To assuage her 
pain and to make her declining days just as 
comfortable and as cheery as possible is all 
that medical science or the tender care of be- 
loved ones can hope to do for her. That the 
President and family are firmly convinced of 
this is best shown by the anxiety they make 
no attempt to hide, for on every face, espe- 
cially that of the President, the terrible straiu 
of the last. five weeks, the loss of sleep, and 
days of anxious watching are plainly evident.

TRIED BY THE KING’S JURY SYSTEM, 


Olden Time Method Which Favors the 
Prosecution the Order for Treason Cases. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Oct. 3.—|Special.]—The 
trials of the members ‘of the Homestead Ad- 
visory committee for treason will be con- 
ducted in a manner that will recall to memory 
proceedings of olden times. The King’s jury 
system is to be pursued in this instance. The 
charge of treason is a misdemeanor, and under 
the law the prosecution is practically given 
the right to select 1ts own jury. In King’s 
juries out of a panel of sixty the 
defense and prosecution are each allowed 
four challenges, but the prosecution reserves 
the right to stand aside as many men as they 
may see fit. The defense, therefore, has 
nothing to do with the selection of the jury 
after they have made their four challenges. 
The King’s jury system isa relic of the old 
English common law of the days of Edward 
IV., when the King enjoyed the supreme 
prerogative of selecting a jury to suit his 
own sweet will by peremptorily challenging 
jurors until. a body to suit his purpose was 
secured. The suits against. H. C. Frick, Sec- 
retary Lovejoy, Messrs. Leishman, Curry, 
Potter, and others of the Carnegie company 
and the Pinkerton detectives go before the 
grand jury tomorrow. The charges embrace 
nearly every crime in the calendar, including 
murder, conspiracy, and riot. Burgess John 
McLuckie and Hugh Ross are the prosecutors, 
who are still fugitives from justice on the 
second murder charge. Seven more of the 
Homestead Advisory committee, charged with 
treason before Chief Justice Paxson, appeared 
before Judges Kennedy and McClung today’ 
and furnished $10,000 bail each for their ap- 
pearance. Atthe adjournment of court all 
who had been arrested for treason were re- 
leased on bail. 


FIGHT FOR LIFE AND LIBERTY. 


Desperate Underground Conflict Between a 
Policeman and Chicago Thief. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 3.—[Special.]|—A des- 
perate struggle took place late Sunday night 
underneath South Sixth street, at the Spruce 
street corner, between Policeman Dunston 
and a Chicago crook named John Wiggins. 
Wiggins was detected by Policemen Dunston 
and Cole in the act of picking the pocket of a 
woman. He ran down Sixth street, reached 
the manhole at Sixth street and Clark avenue 
a block ahead of his- pursuers, and, jerking 
‘off the iron cover, plunged down into the 
dark depths below where the sewage flowed. 
Policeman Cole ran along the street to the 
next manhole, while Policeman Dunston 
clambered down into the underground high- 
way and overtook the fugitive just as he was 
trying to reach the open air and liberty.

New York Apportionment Cases to Be Ar- 
gued This Morning—The Point Raised. 
Aunany, N. Y., Oct. 3.—-When the Court of 

Appeais convened this morning all of the 

counsel interested in the three cases testing 

the conetitutionality of the Apportionment 
law were present. William A. Sutherland of 

Rochester, who appears for the Repub- 

licans in the Monroe County case, asked the 

court to advance the cases to the head 
of the calendar, to be immediately heard. 

Chief Judge Earl said he did- not wish to in- 

terfere with the work usual on a motion day, 

and he therefore set ali the cases down for ar- 
gument at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The whole fight is made upon one point— 

whether or not the Legislature has any discre- 

tion in the matter of apportionment. Under 
the law thirty-five counties were given one 

Representative each. Ninety-three members 

were left to be divided among twenty-five 

counties in the proportion to population, and 
one Assemblyman to 45,000 was fixed upon as 
the proper ratio. On this division ninety 
members were distributed, when there re- 
mained eleven counties with fractions of the 
required 45,000 among which to distribute the 
remaining Assemblymen. The six counties 
having the largest remainders were Albany. 

Chautauqua, Monroe, Erie, Rensselaer, and 

St. Lawrence, each of which had about half of 

the required number. Albany, New York, 

and Rensselaer Counties were the lucky ones, 
each receiving an additional member. 


DENIED THE MOTION TO QUASH. 


Judge Clute Holds Commissioner Peck Un- 
; der the Indictment.

[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Bertin, Oct. 3.—The allegations of the 
American Vice-Consul at Hamburg, Mr. 
Burke, that the Hainburg Senate and Chief of 
Police concealed the existence of cholera in 
that city, thus leading him to give false cer- 
tificates of health to the Moravia and other 
vessels, are attracting wide attention. The 
Vice-Consul’s statement, which was drawn 
out by the New York Swn’s censure of that 
official for culpable negligence, is being made 
the basis of numerous demands for an offi- 
cial investigation of the conduct of the Ham- 
burg authorities. The National Zeitung is 
the latest influential journal to join in this de- 
mand, and in an editorial today it expresses 
surprise that the accused officials continue to 
remain silent under the grave charges resting 
against them. The whole nation, in fact the 
whole civilized world, it holds, looks for a 
clearing up of this disgraceful matter. 

Hamburea, Oct. 3.—The official returns show 
that there were twenty-six néw cases of cholera 
and twelve deaths from the disease in this city 
yesterday.

“UNCLE DICK” TALKS. 


HE ADDRESSES THE TRAVELING 


MEN’S REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


Its New Quarters, Willard Hall in the 
Woman’s Temple, Filled with 500 
Cheering Protectionists to Hear the Ex- 
Governor Show Up the Democratic Pol- 
icy in Ite True Light—The Republican 
Doctrine the Developer of American 
Industries and Commerce. 


If Willard Hall, the beautiful new assembly 
room in the Woman’s Temple, endures a hun- 
dred years it would probably never hold a 
more enthusiastic assemblage than gathered 
in it yesterday. Members of the Commercial 
and Traveling Men’s Republican club and 
other Republicans and probably a few Demo- 
crats made up the gathering.. There were 500 
of them. Every cne of the handsome leather- 
covered seats was occupied and the walls 
were fringed with men who stood up an hour 
and a half and would have gladly stood two 
hours longer to listen to the speaker, who was 
ex-Gov. Oglesby. That traveling men can in- 
fuse as much energy in their voices as they 
display in *“‘ making ” towns ahead of compet- 
itors was proved, ‘Their shouting and hurrah- 
ing for Republicanism and ‘*‘ Uncle Dick”’ 
made the windows rattle and threatened to 
bring down plastering from the unfinished 
ceiling. ’ 

President Powell used his big seal ring as a 
gavei and called for order.

**Senator Hill tried to gain the confidence 
of his audience in Brooklyn by saying at the 
beginning: ‘Il am a Democrat!’” He said: 
**I do not wish to imitate Mr. Hill, but lama 
Republican. Revolutions may come, but my

Mr. Bish‘is a reputable 
colored man, quite popular with the people of 
his own race. 

A feature of yesterday’s primary was the in- 
vasion of the Prairie avenue precinct of the 
Second Ward by “‘Ike’’ Rivers. He succeeded 
in carrying it, but as he will have only about 
eight supporters in the convention his enter- 
prise gives little promnise of political profit. 

The convention will be held this morning at 
10 o’clock in the Grand Pacific Hotel.

ago. Mr. Young is ex-Minister of the United 
States to China, and. was formerly editor of 
the New York Herald. He now owns the 


Philadelphia Evening Star and is Vice-Presi- 
dent eof the Reading railroad. He was with | 


Gen. Grant in his tour around the worid in 
1879, and latér assisted the General in writing 
his book. ‘ 

With his wife Mr. Young is stopping at the 
Richelieu, but returns to Philadeiphia tomor- 
row. This is his first visit to Chicago since 
the Republican convention in 1888 and the 
fourth visit of his lifetime. 

** It is like seeing an entirely strange town,” 
he said yesterday as he looked out across the 
blue waters of Lake Michigan. ‘*I had four 
days at my disposal. They are now ended and 
my wife and I will leave for New York tomor- 
row. 

** My visit to Chicago was made principally 
to see the World’s Fair buildings and Jackson 
Park, not because I was especially interested 
in the coming Exposition, but more because I 
felt it a duty to see these things. I had an 
idea that it was to be a bigger affair than the 
other great expositions I had seen, in tmuch 
the same way that one pumpkin is larger 
than another. I was not prepared for the 
great artistic merit which I find has been dis- 

layed, artistic beyund all previous ones I 
cise seen. Every building bears the imprint 
of the work of an artist, and beyond all this 
is the beautiful effect of the lagoons and 
islands and the waters of Lake: Michigan. I 
arn satisfied it wiJl be by far the best World’s 
Exposition ever held and that its effects will 
be far reaching. 7 

‘There are several reasons for the excellence 
of the Fair in Chicago. The officials to whom 
has been left the management of this great 
undertaking have had the experiences of the 
managers of past expositions to guide them 
in their work. Then they have had the moral 
support of the whole country to sustain them, 
and they have had more money at their dis- 
posal, probably, than has been the case in any 
previous Exposition. After seeing the magn- 
tude of the undertaking and learning the 
aims of the Exposition officials I am surprised 
that they should have received only half the 
sum asked for from Congress. I should think 
Congress would not have hesitated to give 
$10,000,000, ”’ 

**What do you think of the political situa- 
tion ?”’ 

“IT am convinced that Mr. Harrison will be 
reélected. I can see nothing which indicates 
other than Republican victory. There is a 
strong probability of his carrying West Vir- 
ginia, and even Virginia may go Republican. 
This ts the, quietest campaign I have ever 
known and I see anelement of strength for 
the Republicans in the apathy of the voters.

Peter Van Schaack Home from Europe— 
Only Twelve Hours in Quarantine, 

Laughing at cholera scares and the sheep- 
like efforts of Americans to reach home by 
the earliest*boats, Peter Van Scthaack of this 
city bided his time on the other side of the 
Atlantic during the excitement, and returned 
home last Wednesday, after remaining exactly 
twelve hours in quarantine, 

Mr. and Mrs. Van Schaack and grandson, 

Joseph Rathbone, have been making a tour 
of England and Wales for three months, and 
this records the tenth European visit of Mr. 
Van Schaack’'in the last twenty years. . He 
has marked the progress of ocean travel from 
the thirty day trip to the seven day jump, 
and anticipates crossing inside of four days 
before he lays aside his traveling bag and spy- 
giass. 
During the last visit Mr. Van Schaack and 
party visited Hawarden, where they were re- 
ceived by Mr. Gladstone. He was extremely 
cordial and hospitable, yet the triumphant air 
of the successful man was perceptible. 

“He is rightly named the ‘Grand Old 
Man,’”’ said Mr. Van Schaack, yeaterday, 
“‘and, while avoiding all reference to politics 
or public matters, was brimming over with 
sociability. We were shown an immense 
beedh tree he had felled a few days before, 
and which is being seasoned and carved into 
keepsakes to be sold at a charitable fair under 
the auspices of Mrs. Gladstone.”’ 

Elaborate preparations are being made at 
the celebrated Doulton and Worcester pot- 
teries for World’s Fair exhibits. Mr. Van 
Schaack is the only American who has been 
permitted to view the exhibit being prepared 
by the Doulton company. It consists of two 
pieces, each thirty feet long, of fourteen life 
size characters, burned separately and joined 
invisibly. These have cost the snug sum of 
$60,000. The Worcester works are also pre- 
paring a beautiful exhibit.

TUGMEN’S TIME OF GRACE EXPIRES. 


They Must Now Stop Causing Smoke Nui- 
sance or Be Prosecuted. 

The time allowed the tugmen to substitute 
a smokeless fuel for soft coal, in accordance 
with their contract with the city and the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke, expires 
tomorrow. The Dunham Towing compasy 
will, it is said, be prépared to prove that it has 
complied with the terms of the agreement. 
Two other companies will probably ask for 
further time. The dozen or so boats owned 
singly were not offered the contract and they 
will doubtless continue to smoke for awhile 
yet.. Secretary Phelps yesterday sent the fol- 
lowing letter to all of the companies except 
that controlled by Capt.. Dunham: 


CuricaGco, Oct. 3.—In view of the contract made 
between your company and the Society for the 
Prevention of Smoke and the City of Chicago will 
you kindly inform the bearer of this note whether 
you propose to put hard coal upon your tugs on 
or before Wednesday, Oct. 5, the date mentioned 
in the contract, or whether you proposed to burn 
some form of coke? If you propose to burn coke, 
will you kindly afford W. W. Dean, the bearer of 
this note, and one of the engineers of the society, 
an opportunity today to see some of your tugs in 
operation using the coke which you propose to 
burn? Will you kindly afford Mr. Dean an op- 
portunity of riding on some tug equipped with 
the proposed coke 

We ask this in order that we may be enabled to 
decide whether to begin more suits next Monday 
against your company.

Capt. Harmon of the Chicago Towing com- 
pany was not going to use hard coal until he 
was satisfied that coke would not answer. The 
coke used on Capt. Higgie’s line, he said, was 
made from a quality of coal which, in its orig- 
inal state, couldn’t be burned. Capt. Harmon 
said that he had received a lot of coke made 
He believed it would 
answer the requirements of his boats and sat- 
isfy the city. He will make a public test of 
the fuel today. 

Miles Barry of the Independent Tug line 
was absent from his office. Mr. Barry is re- 
ported to have said that he will keep his word 
and burn hard coal until he fiads the expense 
too much for his bank account. Then he will 
return to soft coal and fight out suits with the 
city. The Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke is not satistied with the answers re- 
ceived, ° 

** We shall go into court tomorrow and vig- 
orously fight any atternpt to secure more de- 
lay,” said Secretary Phelps. “if Capt. 
Higgie persists in his excuse that he must be 
allowed time to change his grate-bars, we wiil 
show that hard coal has been burned in tugs 
in the Chicago River without any alteration 
in their furnaces. We shall take out execu- 
tions against all the lines against which we 
have secured judgments and proceed to an 
immediate collection. There are eight judg- 
ments standing against the Vessel-Owners’ 
company. We will also have our inspectors 
on the river front within half an hour after 
the trials are over tomorrow, taking evidence 
for fresh suits. The city’s contract allowed 
the tugmen ample time. If they choose to 
disregard it they are to blame for the inces- 
sant prosecution which will follow until they 
cease Violating the ordinance.”’ 

A man who has observed the situation close- 
ly said yesterday: 

“The tugmen pretty generally realize that 
they must come to hard coal or a smoke de- 
vice. They must stop smoking. By one ex- 
cuse or another they have delayed a settle- 
ment of the matter until it is now within a 
few weeks of the close of navigation. They 
now see that they are at the end of the rope 
and it is safe to predict that a good many 
boats will yield to the inevitable and use hard 
coal and have it in use within a week or two. 
Coke is a complete failure.”’ 

-Inspectors for the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Smoke spent a good part of yesterday 
in collecting evidence against smoking loco- 
motives. The good resvlutions of many rail- 
roads have apparently been forgutten, for 
dozens of offending engines have been identi- 
tied within the last week.

Dr. Edson 
declares that all danger will not have passed 
until at ieast another twelve months have 
gone by. Meanwhile a reliable authority 
says that the danger of its reappearance is 60 
great that the authorities expect to keep up 
their vigorous work during the winter, and as 
soon as warm weather comes again the same 
vigilant preparations will be made that were 
adopted when th2 cholera reports first began 
to alarm tle community last July. 

This is wise and timely, 
what is Chicago doing? Last month, when 
the danger seemed to be near and people were 
scared, the health authorities and the Com- 
mon Council were forced to take steps to bar 
out the cholera by cleaning up the city.. Now 
that the scare has abated and cooler weather 
promises relief from danger they are doing 
nothing. The committee appointed to attend 
to the collection and burning of garbage and 
to the cleansing of the city has{not taken a step 
in that direction and will not unless the peo- 
ple of this city rise and compel them to do it. 

It is the testimony of those who are com- 
petent to give an opinion that winter does not 
kill the cholera germs. They smply lie dor- 
mant and will ba recalled to activity in the 
spring with the advent of warmer weather, 
provided the conditions favorable to it are not 
removed. What isthe committee appointed 
by the Council doing? Why dogs it not obey 
its instructions? Wiy are the garbage crema- 
tories not erected and at their work. of de- 
stroying the filth of the city? Chicago is 
rapidly resuming its old filthy and unhealthy 
state. The streets and alleys are again filling 
up with garbage and no effort is made to stop 
it. Even if the danger of cholera were not 
im)minent in 1893 is there nothing in the fact 
that all the world will be here that year to. in- 
duce the authorities to clean up? The people 
of Chicago should not allow these 
dangerous conditions to remain. They 


should rise ana demand of the author- 


ities in a manner tney will understand 
that they must do their duty or take the con- 
sequences. They have dilly-dallied and fomled 


with this business long enough. If the chol- 


era breaks out here in the spring it will be 

their fault, and they will be held responsible 
for it. Even if it does not break out it should 

be a matter of local pride not to invite the 
world to come toa hog pen. Let the thou- 
sands who will be here nét only see a clean 
Fair but a clean city. Will the Mayor and 
the Health Officer and the Finance committee, 
and the Common Council wake up and clean 

the city? 

The City Council appropriated $75,000 for 
the work some time ago. Why is it not be- 
ing used? It is claimed that there are objec- 
tions in some quarters in the city to its ex- 
penditure. Is it in the Controller’s office? 
The Council should insist that the money 
should be used for the purpose for which it 
was appropriated. Any officer who impu- 
dently obstructs its use ought to be promptly 
calied to account.

ALTGELD CONTINUES ‘HIS FALSEHOODS. 
In his speech at Litchfield Friday Mr. Alt- 


| geld said— 


There are in this State a large number of Know- 
Nothing societies, and that they are,opposed to 
any change in the compulsory school law, but to 
a man would vote for Fifer on a platform pledged 
to repeal that law, and he drew the inference that 
they had an understanding with the Republican

In his speech at Edwardsville the following 
day he said that— 

Secret orders of the Know Nothing charactér 
were in league with Gov. Fifer, and that the Re- 
pnblicans would not keep their pledges to repeal 
the Edwards law. 

Mr. Altgeld has said these things again and 
again ® his journeyings through Illinois. And 
yet in his message of January, 1891, addressed 
to the first Legislature which met after the 
passage of the Edwards law, Gov. Fifer called 
attention to its faults of interference with 
parochial schools, and urged that they be 
cured. The Republican party, meeting in 
State convention this year, declared unan- 
imously in favor of the repeal of the Edwards 
law and the enactment of a compulsory law 
that did not interfere with church schools. 
Gov. Fifer, nominated on that platform for re- 
election, has indorsed that platform in his 
speeches, and has said for himself and for the 
party that the right of interference of public 


vate schools must be repealed. 

Mr. Altgeld has furnished no evidence of 
the truth of any one of hisstatements, though 
challenged to do so. He has produced no 
documents and no witnesses, but continues to 
repeat his vile caluimnies. He makes charges 
againat Gov. Fifer which, if true, would show 
that he was guilty of the vilest treachery and 
incredibly faise to himself and to his party, 
and then Altgeld deliberately refuses to furnish 
one grain of proof. : 

None but an Altgeld would act thus. None 
but a man who was ready to betray his party 
for a consideration would accuse a man who 
is Governor of this State, and whose reputa- 
tion is unsullied, of such base conduct. Alt- 
geld measures others by himself. He feels 
that if he were in Gov. Fifer’s place and votes 
were offered him he would agree readily to be 
false to his creed and his political associates 
and the platform of his party in case those 
were likely to elect him, Believing that there 
are secret societies, it is easy for his corrupt 
and perverted imagination to believe that 
Gov. Fifer has made a compact with them, 
for he knows that he wovid have made a 
-dezen compacts if he had thought they would 
help him into the office he longs for. 

The words and deeds of Fifer disprpve all 
the venomous lies Altgeld has utterea during 
his slimy campaign. And they disprove also 
the assertions of the “‘drys ’’ that ‘*the public 
school system isin danger.” People should 
have come to understand by this time that 
that system is not at issue in the slightest de- 
gree. The Jaw it is proposed to change is not 
a part of the public school law, which existed 
long before it was passed. Before the Ed- 
wards bili existed provision was made for free 
schools where all who wished to have instruc- 
tion might betaught. It was provided further 
that that instruction should be in English. 
he qualifications of teachcrs, the, necessary 
studies, the ages of scholars were all specified. 


Not one of these things will be altered when 


the Edwards law is changed. That was mere- 
ly a supplemental measure passed in 1889 to 
enforce attendance in certain cases. The 
stealthy intrusion of offensive provisions, giv- 
ing directors of public schools power to med- 
die with parochial and private schools, makes

FOR GOOD COMMON ROADS. 

An invitation has been issued to Good Roads 
Societies to be represented at a congress to be 
held in this city during the World’s Fair dedi- 
catory season. It is believed that the opening 
of the Columbian Exposition this month of- 
fers a favorable opportunity for the inaugura- 
tion of a movement of this character. For this 
reason all farmers’ associations and other or- 
ganizations interested in the subject of good 
roads, with all active private friends of the 
movement, are invited to be present. The 1n- 
tention is to hold a meeting for the prelimi- 


nary organization of a national league for. 


road improvement. 

This action is in the line of progress. - In 
several of the States there are societies de- 
voted to road improvement, and a union of ail 
those interested should hasten the day when 
the different parts of the country will be 
joined by good, permanent highways, instead 


of the avenues that now alternate between. 


sloughs of mud and almost Sahara-like dust. 
The league may be expected to arrange for a 
congress to be held next year during the rair, 
in other ways to bring the matter before the

In many parts of the country the problem 
is a difficult one. Gravel is scarce and mate- 


rial for macadam is none too plentiful in Lli- | 


nois, while limestone when uséd for that pur- 
pose has the unpleasant habit of rising in the 
shape of dust. But this makes it all the more 
important to secure good drainage, under- 
drains of ordinary farmers’ tile being used 
either under the middle of the road or on both 
sides of it, preferably the latter. Then it will 
be comparatively easy to keep the road free 
from the pans and gullies in which water, rests 
after a rain and rots away the material sub- 
ject to its action. Without that good roads 
cannot be maintained, however tmuch be ex- 
pended un them at first, and the fact is pretty 
well understood by the farmers of this State, 
who have led all the rest in the improvement 
of their lands by tile drainage. 


Then the cutting up of the roads by thin 


wheels must no longer be allowed. Four 
inches is the narrowest width of tire that 
ought to be permitted to a two-horse wagon. 
A broad tire to be put on wheels of the pres- 
ent pattern was recently described in Tag 
Tripungs with illustration. It answers the 
purpose well, and the only objection raised to 
its use is an unténable one, It is said these 
tires will gather mud and carry it for long 
distances. But it is easy to see that the gath- 
ered mud must drop to the ground after reach- 
ing the top of the wheel, and the point made 
against the new tire is an additional argument 
in favor of building all new wagons with 
broad ones. The invention is only intended 
to bridge over a difficulty while the wheels 
now in use are wearing out. 

And the farmers do not need to wait for 
the advent of better roads before adopting 
the broad tire. It gives so much advarftage 
on poor roads as*well as in the preservation 
of good ones that it is a wonder its introduc- 
tion has been so long deferred. It can hardly 
be doubted that many farmers would now 
have their old wagons fitted with brvad tires, 
and still more buy only the broad tires in 
making new purchases, if it were not for the 
intense conservatism of wagonmakers in the 
cities and repairers in the country. These 
people should be labored with, asked to attend 
the congress, and induced” at least to offer 
their patrons a choice between the new and 
the old. It should, however, seem to be not 
difficult to induce the manufacturers to see 
that it would be to their own benefit to make 
broad tired vehicles on a liberal scale and 
offer special inducements to purchasers who 
will introduce them into localities where the 
brvad tire is at present an unknown quantity. 

The latest news is that the call for the meet- 
ing this month is being so generally re- 
sponded to as to warrant the expectation the 
gathering will be an imposing one, sufficient- 
ly large and influential to bring the subject 
promiuently before the great body of the peo- 
ple, and perhaps to induce a change of plans 
by which the good roads exhibit at the World’s 
Fair will be more impressive than at present 
contemplated by the management. The sub- 
ject is one that cannot be too strongly urged, 
as it is one that has few equals in its impor- 
tance to the comfort as well as the prosperity 
of the rural districts.

COAL MONOPOLISTS VS. UN CLE SAM. 

It is understood that for several years past 
the Government of the United States has paid 
the same prices for hard coal that have been 
charged to the public. There ‘has been no 
competitive bidding in response to advertise- 
ments for supplies to the departments and it 
is said that dealers are debarred frum'offering 
to throw off a portion of their ordinary 
profits ‘by the knowledge that in such case 
they would get no more:coal after their stocks 
were exhausted. In fact, it was openly stated 
some time ago that the price paid by the gov- 
ernment is the standard of charge to the pub- 
lic, and this was assigned as a sufficient rea- 
son why no competitive offers to sell should 
be permitted in the anthracite coal trade. 

This being the casegit will be a matter of 
interest to knew it se rule is to be departed 
from this winter. 
ments have to pay the much higher prices 
that are charged to the public as compared 
with last season? Or will an exception be 
made in favor of the United States? Thus 
far there is no intimation of intent to rebate 
any of the 20 per cent advance effected by the 
combination since it went into effect or to 
omit gathering in from Uncle Sam the addi- 
tional percentage that is threatened to be im- 
posed on all salés to private consumers. On 
the gontrary, it is said the current price to 
the Quartermaster’s Department here is 
strictly the same as that to the people who 
buy in similar quantities, 

The next question that arises is if the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has not grave 
cause for a double complaint against the com- 
bine, cause sufficient to justify it in interpos- 
ing on behalf of the people to crush out a 
monster monopoly that is milking the Na- 
tional Treasury and interfering with the free- 
dom of competition which permits the ad- 
vantage of service by the lowest bidder. If 
the government is now paying more for its 
coal than a year ago, and has good reason to 
believe it does so in consequence of the form- 
ing of a combination in violation of the law, 
it not only becomes the right but the bounden 
duty of the proper officials to interfere, and 
that without waiting to have formal com plaint 
lodged by some party outside. The duty is 
the same as that which would dictate the ar- 
rest of aman caught in the act of stealing 
money from the Treasury, one which demands 
‘instant action when the fact is known. It re- 
quires @ vigorous prosecution of the offender. 
and makes delay in such prosecution an of.- 
fense which amounts to a conniving at repe- 
tition of the steal. 

It should be possible to prosecute for dam-

sonal punishment of the offenders. And 
these damages might fairly be taken to in- 
clude not only the overcharges of this year, 
but the sums paid during several years past 
in excess of the prices which might have been 
secured had dealers been allowed to respond 
to advertisements for coal, as they doia the 
case of other supplies to the different depart- 
ments. And it should not seem necessary to 
wait for the law. officers at Washington, in 
case they are too slow-to actin the gathering 
of proof and the formulation of charges. 
The matter can be taken up in any District 
Court of the United States where proof of the 
wrong can be furnished. For instance, if the 
Quartermaster whose headquarters are in this 
city can supply proof that he has been charged 
more than is right and just, more than would 
have been paid but for the existence of the 
Reading coal combination, it should be com- 
petent for the District Attorney at this point 
to prosecute. As he has already exhibited a 
disposition to haul,the conspirators “ over the 
coals ’’ it is not impossible he will be willing 
to act in this case, when his attention is called 
to it. Let it be ascertained if the Reading 
monopoly has not run against a snagin as- 
suming to milk the National Treasury as well 
as the people in their individual capacities as 
private citizens,

CITIES CANNOT BE REFORMED BY I[RRE- 
SPONSIBLE BOARDS APPOINTED BY THE 
GOVERNOR. 

The Rev. Mr. Gifford preached Sanday last 
on the subject of “‘ Municipal Reform.” The 
gentleman means well, but he is not familiar 
with his subject. He has not gone below the 
surface of it. That is why he recommends 
the adoption of remedies which have been 
triea and have been found to be worse than 
the evils they were designed tocire. Mr, 
Gifford wishes to get the Poiice Department 
out of politics. At present it is managed by 
a Chief, appointed by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Council. According to the 
reverend gentleman “the Mayor's office is a 
football of politics.”’ Consequently the pres- 
ent system must be changed for the following 
one: ; 

The police should be independent of politics, 
divorced from the Mayor, responsible to the State. 
Most of the crime in the State is committed in 
Chicago; those who pay the taxes should have 
— to say regarding the vublic defenders of 
aw. 


Let the Governor of Illinois, with the advice, 


and consent of the Council, appoint three citi- 
zens of Chicago from the two principal political 
parties, who shall constitute a Board of Police of 
said city; let them be men of high character, 
above reproach in morals; let them serve respect- 
ively one, three, and five years; let the full term 
of service thereafter be five years each, all vacan- 
cies to be filled by the Governor, with the advice 
and consent of the Council; members of the 
board to be subject to removal on cause by the 
Governor and Council; the Police Board to have 
power to appoint its own clerk, his term of office 
to be five years, subject to removal by the board 
for cause. 

Give this Beard of Police authority to appoint 
and establish and organize the police of Chicago, 
and make all needed rules and regulations for its 
efficiency, the board to have full power over the 
police, 

Probably Mr. Gifford does not know that 
from 1863 to 1875 this city-enjoyed board rule 
to the fullest extent and that a desire to get 
rid of it was one of the chief reasons why it 
became incorporated under the Cities act. 
There wasa Fire and Police, Board elected 
first -by the voters of the city and then by 
those of the county. There were Boards of 
Public Works, Health, Education, and Aésess- 
ors, some nominated by the Mayor and con- 
firmed by the Council, others elected directly 
by the Counci!]. The defect of government 
by a board, whether it rules the affairs of a 
municipality, a bank, of a manufacturing 
corporation, is its weakness, inertness, and 
personal irresponsibility. Those defects 
marked the boards by which this city was 
ruled for over ten years; The most im- 
portant of them all—the Board of Police and 
Fire—signalized its worthiessness by letting 
the city catch fire and burn down in 1871, In 
the long run management by boards always 
proves a failure. The &xperience of New 
York City bears testimony to the same fact. 
Efficiency and responsibility can be secured 
only under the one-man system. A Board of 
Generals would win no campaigns in war. 
There is a mass of literature on this subject 
which Mr, Gifford would do well to read and 
study. 

In the next place the principle of local self. 
governinent has taken so firm a root in the 
American mind and usage that an attempt to 
deprive the people of a locality of the author- 
ity to rule themselves—though they did it 
badly—would irritate them intensely. They 
would not permit it. The people of this city 
want their police affairs to be regulated from 
Chicago and net from Springfield, and if Mr. 
Gifford’s plan were adopted the voters never 
would be satisfield with the State Board cre- 
ated under it, and would not ‘rest until they 
had got rid:of it. Whichever party @id not 
control it would say the other ran it for 
partisan purroses, and probably would have 
no trouble in proving it. 

At present the control of the police force is 
in the hands of the Mayor of Chicago, an offi- 
cer who is elected by about a third of the 
voters of the State. Mr. Gifford wants that 
power taken from the Mayor, because his 
office is ** a football of politics,” and given to 
the Governor, who is elected by all the voters. 
Is not his office “ a football of politics ”’ also, 
and would not such power make it mure so? 
The truth is that there is less party politics in 
the-etection of a Mayor than of a Governor, 
because many vote for a candidate for the city 
office on what they believe to be his qualifica- 
tions and suitability, regardless of his party 
politics, 

If Mr. Gifford’s plan were adopted, the Gov- 
ernor would give no personal supervision to 
police affairs. He would intrust- them to 
three men, two of them belonging te his own 
party. ‘To a great extent the politicians 
would dictate his selections. If Altgeid were 
elected Governor “* the men of high character, 
above reproach in morals’ whom he would 
nominate would be picked out for him by 
Mike McDonald. A Governor who was not 
the pliant tool of the local politicians would 
yield to thestrong temptation, and select men 
who would be loyal to him and turn the police 
force into a gubernatorial machine to con- 
trol the State. No Governor should be 
tempted thus. He would attempt inevitably 
to run the police force from the Governor’s- 
mansion—and it could not be run worse from 
the Mayur’s office. For public sentiment 
does have some effect, even on a bad Mayor, 
but onan irresponsible board of three or 
more it has absolutely no effect whatever. 

If the people of this or any other city ever 
have gocd, efficient government, it will be be- 
cause they provide it for themselves. It never 
will come to them from the outside. Neither 
Springfield nor the rest of the State can do 
for Chicago what Chicago cannot do for itself, 
If this city cannot reform its own police force 
nobody else can. The principle of local seif- 
government must be continued. There is but 
one way in which to improve thé government 
of this city, and that is to elect good Mayors 
and good Councils. ‘A majority of the Alder- 
men must be honest men. It is not enough 
to have a capable and honest Mayor. He 
must have an honest Council behind him or 
more than half his usefulness is goue. The 
weak place in our city government is in the 
Board of Aldermen, they are the Legislature 
of the city, and can do enormous harm or im- 
mense good.

THE WORLD’S FAIR POET'S GRIEVANCE. 

Miss Harriet Monroe, the writer of the Ded- 
ication Ode, hasa decided grievance against 
the New York World, and has vindicated her- 


self in. a somewhat pungent letter to the. 


Critic. Miss Monroe flatly charges that a 
copy of the ode was stolen from the rooms of 
the Committee on Ceremonies by a repre- 
sentative of the World. Sept. 24 she was in- 
formed that it would appear the next morning 
in that paper, whereupon a dispatch was sent 
by the Associated Press and the United Press 
to all their correspondents stating that the 
ode was copyrighted, that correct copies of it 
would be furnished to all newspapers in time 
for publication Oct. 22, and that it was the ex- 
press wish of the author that no paper should 
print it befure that time. The World paid-no 
attention to the dispatch, but wired its corre- 
spondent to interview Miss Monroe on the 
ode and literature generally, and to explain 
to her “that the World couldn’t miss an op- 
portunity to give the public such a grand 
poem, and tell her how much better 1t was to 
have the World treat it as it will tomorrow, 


making it the great feature of the day, thanto 


have it peddled round among the littlé pa- 
pers.”” Miss Monroe vigorously dissented 
from this point of view and declined any in- 
terview. Nevertheless the World printed the 
ode Sept. 25. How it “treated it” is best told 
in Miss Movroe’s own words: 

The poem, as printed, contains countless typo- 
graphical errors and many blunders more im- 
portant; one line being omitted, others mis- 
placed, others rendered meaningless or unmusical 
by insertions or .omissions. The punctuation is 
incredibly bad, the spacing worse, the form alto- 
gether obnoxious, I therefore ask that no one 
will judge of the poem by the form in which it 
appeared inthe World. .. I desire to be re- 
lieved of the inevitable odium attaching to such 
a first appearance before the people of New 
York. 

In view of this treatment of her ode and of 
the miethods by which the copy was obtained 
it is not remarkable that Miss Monroe de- 
clares the transactiun to be ‘‘a flagrant case 
of journalistic piracy in which all obligations, 
legal or otherwise, were violated and artistic 
proprieties thrown to the winds.”’ -Whatevér 
opinions may be entertained of the literary 
merits of the ode she has the right to protest 
against this ungracious treatment and to ask 
that judgment be withheld until the official 
copy of it appears, and that it shall not be 
passed upon a mutilated and. disfigured copy.

A story from Boston, in regard to the great 
fistic encounter between Corbett and Sullivan 
in New Orleans, represents the latter as 
saying he is saving ‘up money with a 
resolute intention of challenging -Corbett to 
fight again, and give him a chance to win 
back the money ot which he was robbed. He 
does not assert that he was drugged for the 
recent combat, but is positive there was some- 
thing wrong, and says: ‘‘ There was a scheme 
afoot to break what seemed to the pool room 
men the dead sure combination of McAuliffe, 
Dixon, and Sullivan, and I was the one 
selected to be thrown down.”’ The other two 
having won, nothing remained for the holders 
of the bets but to take imminent chances of 
losing the money or take strong measures to 
prevent it. 

Of course the mere assertion by a defeated 
pugilist that he had been foully dealt with 
would not amount to muchif not supported 
by circumstances, as this appears to be. There 
was a general expression of surprise by those 
who saw Sullivan in the ring. He seemed to 
have little more fight in hin than if he had 
been a man of straw, instead of the doughty 
champion who had held his own against the 
world for more than adozen years. It is most 


natural to suppose that Sullivan was really | 


under the influence of some drug, whether 
that were administered by supposed friends 
oranenemy. It must have been at the in- 
stigation of some one who wished hiui to lose 
the battle, the men acting as his seconds 
being too well informed to mistaking- 
ly give him anything that would have 
the effect of reducing him to the dazed 
condition he exhibited almost from the 
moment he entered the ring. And ifso what a 
commentary on the ethics of prize pugilism 
and the men who patronize it! Apparently 
every effort was made to give the affair an air 


of respectability, even to the extent of for- 


bidding betting around the ring; yet the affair 
was no more atrial of skill than is any other 
contest the result of which is a foregone con- 
clusion by virtue of arrangements made _ be- 
forehand, And the men who incited and con- 
sented to it had no thought or care for the 
life of their victim, who must have been in 
great danger of death from the effects of the 
drug. They cared nothing sv long as they 
couid rake in a goodly number of dollars.

Pracur, Oct. 3.—In the budget for 1893 
presented to the Bohemian Diet is the sum of 
277,370 florins to be devoted to the support 
and advancement of art. Among the other 
items are one of 1,073,240 florins for the Public 
Health Department and one of 6,867,032 for the 
school board. Considerable discussion has 
been caused by the largeness of the sum asked 
for the care of the insane. The budget fr 
1893 calls for 1,599.273 florins, a sum consider- 
ably larger than that appropriated last year 
for the care of the insane. 


Prince Pedro Becomes Insane.

In the Selection of a Pastor to Fill the 
Pulpit of the Marshfield Avenue Church 
Bishop Fitzgerald Will Have a Task 
Which Will Cause Him No Little Em- 
barrassment—The Congregation Divided 
on the Subject of Dr. Hilten’s HKeap- 
pointment—Other Religious News. 


The Methodist Rock River Conference 
meets tomorrow at Sterling, Ill. No pastoral 
appointment that Bishop Fitzgerald, may 
make will possibly cause him more embar- 
rassment than that to the Marshfield enue 
Church in this city. The former pastor of 
this church was the Rev. Dr. H. G. Jackson. 
When the General Conference at Omaha four 
months ago elected Presiding Elder Burts of 
the North Chicago district as book agent Dr. 
Jackson was appointed Presiding Elder in his 
place, and a vacancy was created in the Marsh- 
field avenue pastorate. To fill this vacancy 
Bishop Fitzgerald, as Bishop of the approacbh- 
ing session of the Rock River Conference, 
transferred the Rev. T. B. Hilton, formerly of 
Chicago, but then pastor of the church in 
Fairmount, Neb., to fill the vacancy, and that 
made trouble. 

A portion of the Marshfield avenue con- 
gregation resented this appointment. Some 
members alieged it was made without coa- 
suiting the church’s wishes or needs, Others 
had personal objections to Mr. Hilton. 

In making the transfer Bishop Fitzgerald is 
alleged to have said that he made it on tne 
recommendation of two other Bishops, who 
are said by objectors to Mr. Hilton to have 
been Bishops Ninde and Fowler. The latter 
has some bitter enemies in the Marshfield 
avenue congregation, and:they impute pecul- 
iar motives to him in this transaction. Mr. 
Hilton’s father-in-law is A. J. Brown of Ev- 
anston,a prominent Methodist.and an old 
friend of Bishop Fowler. It is said the ap- 

intment was urged in order to please Mr. 
beows and to pay off an election debt in- 
curred when he was making the race for Bish- 
op. On the other hand, all this is strenuously 
denied, and it is even asserted that Mr. Brown 
was op to Bishop Fowier’s elevation to 
the Bishopric. 

Contest for Reappointment. 

Under thesé circumstances Mr. Hilton’s 
pastorate of four months at the Marshfield 
Avenue Church has been little more than a 
contest over his reappointment. The church 
was soon divided. Mr. Hilton’s congrega- 
tions were fair in size, and a good many peo- 
ple liked his preaching. But the majority of 
the church remained implacable, and empha- 
sized its displeasure by reducing the pastor’s 
salary. The climax was reached last Wednes- 
day night, when the last quarterly conference 
of the church for the year was held. 

This conference is composed of the officers 
of the church, and its pastor, and 1s presided 
over. by Presiding Eider: Burns. At its last 
meeting it is usual to express its wish concern- 
ing the pastorate for the next year. So the 
meeting of last Wednesday evening was nat- 
urally astormy one. It is not unusual for the 
pastor to retire while his merits are under dis- 
cussion; but in this instance Mr. Hilton sat 
through the session, which lasted until mid- 
hight. The result was that a resolution was 
passed by a vote of 8to 4 that a change in the 
pastorate was desirable. 

In this decision, however, Mr. Hilton is not 
dispustd to acquisce, He or his friends have 
circulated a petition to the Bishop to return 
him for another year and have obtained be- 
tween forty and fifty signatures. 

The situation is a critical one for the church. 
Its house of worship is to be torn down for the 
Metropolitan Elevated railwey, and a change 
of site and a new bnilding are to be provided 
during the coming year. 

Nearly every Methodist preacher who could 
left town yesterday for the conference, and the 
rear guard will leave today. One delegation 
left over the Burlington and another via the - 
Northwestern road. There are thousands of 
Methodists in Chicago, and they. will watch 
the work of.the conference with a good deal 
of interest. There are seventy-three Method- 
ist Episcopal churches here in which sermons 
are preached in the English language. ‘The 
selection of pastors for these churches will 
naturally interest the congregations. 

This conference is one of the three in Ili- 
nois, including Chicago, North.Chicago, Rock- 
ford, Johet, Freeport, and Dixon districts. It 
is likely that Bishop Fitzgerald will preside 
and that the Rev. J. W. Richards of Rockford 
will act as Secretary. The conference will 
last five days. Sunday the churches of all de- 
nominations in Steriing will tender their pul- 
pits to the visiting divines. The business ses- 
sions will be held in the mornmg, while the 
afternoons will be devoted to ordination cere- 
monies and the anniversary celebrations of va- 
rious branches of the church. Every evening 
addresses will be delivered.

Bishop Johnston Attacks Romanists at an 
Episcopal Gathering. 

New Yorr, Oct. 3.—[Speciai.]—The cor- 
ner stone of the Episcopal church mission 
house, at Fourth avenue and T'wenty-second 
street, which, when completed, will be 
one of the finest buildings of ite kind in the 
country, was laid today. After the corner 
stone was laid the clergy and spectators went 
to Calvary Church, where several addresses 
were made, Among those at the ceremony 
were Bishop Tuttle of Missouri, Bishop Hare 
of South Dakota, Bishop Johnston of Western 
Texas, Bishop Seymour of Springfield, IIL, 
Bishop Whipple of Minnesota, Bishop Neely 
of Maine, Bishop Scarborough of New Jersey, 
Bishop Coleman of Delaware, Bishop Jones 
of Newfoundland, Bishop Charton of Nassau.

OVER HOFFMAN ESTATE GAS STOCK. 


Suit Against the Gaslight ani Coke, Com- 
pany for Unpaid Dividends, 

The Chicago Gaslight and Coke company 

was yesterday made defendant in a suit filed 


Max Oppenheimer, executors. of Kmanue!l 
Hoffman. In 1859 Hoffman became a stock- 
holder in the gas company, and at the time of 
his death, in 1883, he owned 400 shares of the 
stock, which paid so satisfactory a dividend 
that when the gas trust was formed in 1887 
the executors opposed the combine, and re- 
fused to sell the stock owned by the estate. 

Oct. 4, 1887, Jacob Newman, attorney for 
the execttors, says a dividénd of $15,300 be- 
came due, bat the managers of the combine 
refused to settle unless the stock was sold to 
them, and it is for this dividend with accrued 
interest that suit is now brought for $25,000, 
which includes:a claim for damages. : 

After the Supreme Court sustained the posi 
tion that the trust was an illegal comination 
the gas people succeeded in buying the Hoff- 
man stock, but not the dividend, It is gen- 
erally understood that a fancy quadruple 
figure was paid for the stock—something like 
$120,000—aithough the full value of the stuck 
was $20,000. Mr. Newman would not discuss 
this point.

He told a friend that if he 
ever touched liquor again he would biow out 
his brains. He returned to the drinking habit 
some weeks ago. He did not drink to excess.

RECIPROCITY TREATY THREATENED. 


Three Powers Said to Have Conspized to 


Injure United States in San Domingo. 
New York, Oct. 3.—A curious story about 


circulation in this city yesterday. The Goy. 
ernments of Great Britain, Germany, ahd 
Italy, 80 the story ran, had observed with a 
burning jealousy the great advantages which 
the Americans were reaping from the reciproc- 
ity treaty with San Domingo, and had entered 
into a common conspiracy to destroy that 
treaty. Just what part Great Britain and 
Italy had taken or were to take in these 
maneuvers was not quite plain in the story as 
it was given out yesterday, but the deeds of 
Germany were indisputably set forth. Ger- 


many, it appeared, had offered to Ulises Hu-. 


reaux, President of San Domingo, an annual 
bribe of $50,000 for life if he would declare 
the reciprocity treaty with the United States 
abrogated. 

“It is true,” said the Dominican Consul 
here, “‘that the countries mentioned have 
made ademand on San Domingo in which 
they claim that under a clause to be found in 
former treaties each is entitled to receive ail 
the favors from San Domingo that are or 
may be extended to the most favored nation. 
That being the case San Domingo was natu- 
rally alarmed. The attitude of Germany 
was especially dangerous. All our tobacco 
trade is with Hamburg, where we were threat- 


ened with a duty that would have 
been fatal to our business. For En- 
gland and Italy we did not care 


so much. Still, if we should be compelled to 


accede to the dernands of the tripartite we 


would have to send all our sugar to London. 
For this the United States would reimpose the 
sugar duties. I was sentto see Secretary Fos- 
ter and conferred with him on the subject, 
and we had a long talk. The American Min- 
ister to Hayti, Mr. Durham, and the German 
Minister to the seme country have both left 
Port au Prince and are in conference with the 
President of San Domingo at the Capital. 
Each is in communication with his own gov- 
ernment, ana I have no doubt that a satis- 
factory way out of the present difficulty will 
be decided upon.”

CUDAHY AND WRIGHT GIVE BONDS, 


They Sign Their Own Sureties to Appear | 
Before Justice Bradwell, 

John Cudahy and Austin W. Wright are 
under bonds of $1,000 each to appear before 
Justice Bradwell Saturday morning at 10 
o’clock and answer the conspiracy charge 
which Thomas J. Rousch has brought against 
them in connection with the alleged corner in 
short.ribs which, it is said, has put the price 
beyond the reach of poor tamilies. The 
defendants came, accompanied by Michael 
Cudahy, prepared to furnish such security as 
might be demanded. Justice Bradwell rubbed 
his chin a while and finally said Saturday 
morning at 10 o’clock would be the time for 
hearing, and after further thought added: 
** I'll make the bonds $1,000 each and let de- 
fendants sign them.”’ 

Lawyer K. M. Landis was sent for, and he 
agreed to the date set for the hearing. When 
asked regarding his client, Thomas J. Rousch, 
he ahswered that Rousch would be on hand 
when wanted. The question of Rousch’s 
identity was as aos & mystery as ever to 
Mr. Cudahy and Mr. Wright. The arrest of 
the_two men for violating the statutes relati 
to ols combinations was the princip 
subject for discussion on the board, but no 
one seemed to know who Rousch was, 

There was no growth of excitement in the 
rib deal on the Board of Trade yesterday. It 
was generally expected thatthe small decrease 
in the stocks-of ribs would encourage raiding 
and that the charge of conspiracy made 
cones Cudahy and Wright might discourage 
the combine somewhat. But these expecta- 
tions were not realized. The price of October 
ribs at theonening was $10.10, just what it was 
at the close Saturday. There was some com- 
petition among buyers and there was an ad- 
vance to $10.15, and at that figure the market 
closed. There was really less excitement and

expected, there would be scalpers and other 
professionals induced to raid the wmar- 
ket and thereby largely increase the short 
line.

THE CONGRESSMAN DID WRITE 
THAT DISPUTED LETTER, 


He Explains How He Came to Indite It 
and Then to Forget It—He Gets Back at 
Mr. Guise by Saying That It Was Im- 
properly Used—What That Gentleman 
Says in Reply—Gen, Winston and Some 
of the Subscribers Take a Hand in the 


Controversy. 

It turns out that Gen. Walter C. beaieanie 
was mistaken when he said Andrew J. Guise 
did not have a letter bearing his signature. 
Mr. Guise, it will be remembered, is the gen- 
tleman who has been for some time collect- 
ing subscriptions in Chicago for the purpose 
of securing action by the Legislature this 
winter to regulate and reduce the excessive 
tolls levied on the public by the telephone 
company. Gen, Newberry frankly admitted 
that he was wrong on his return to the city 
yesterday, but got back at Mr. Guise by say- 
ing that Mr. Guise had made improper use of 
the letter. The documentin question is as 
follows:

As soon as the General saw the letter he 
stated that the document was authentic and 
had come from his own pen. At the same 
time he stated that Taz Trisune’s interview 
which appeared in Friday’s issue was correct, 
and that at the time ofthe interview be had 
no recollection of Andrew J. Guise, of having 
written any letter for him, or of having in- 
dorsed his project in any way. Said he: 

“Gen. Bradley T. Johnson and myself have 
been warm personal friends for many years, 
and had his nam@ been mentioned to me in 
connection, with the matter I would have re- 
called the circumstance at once, as I do 
now. Gen. Johngon wrote to me some 
time early in last May - stating that a 
friend of his who had done success- 
ful work in securing legislation to reduce tele- 
phone rentals in Mqryland and Pennsylvania, 
was about to start a similar movement in this 
State, and thereupon requested me to intro- 
dute him to parties here who would be inter- 
ested in his plan, and who could put him in 
communication with others of the same mind. 
Upon this request 'I wrote four letters, to F. 
H. Winston, Robert Law, Carter Harrison, 
and A. F. Seeberger respectively, all of which 
were similar in vein'to the one you have just 
shown me. I did not remember the name of 
the man who was to use them, and hence 
could not recall the circumstance until Gen. 
Johnson’s name was brought to my notice. 

‘These letters were of course intended to 
_ rsonal letters to the gentlemen named, 

should have been presented to them. Mr. 
Guise was certainly guilty of poor taste in 
using them, if he did use them as he is said 
to have done—that is, if he took them as a 
means of He ype: subscriptions. I never 
supposed that my letters would be taken on 
the street to be used for any such pur 
At the same time it is but justice to Mr. Guiles 
to say that I believe him to be an honest and 
trustworthy man and one who is trying to 
bring about a need reform in this State. 
Gen. Johnson spoke of Mr. Guise in high 
terms and referred to his work as having 
been very su ful, My confidence 
in| Gen. Johnson ;is such that any man 
who is recommended by him: will be 
received with open arms. I regret exceeding- 
ly that there should be any reflections cast 
upon the character of Mr. Guise by my dis- 
avowal of the letters which I gave him, for 
such disavowal resulted from the circum- 
stances I have stated and I desire to right the 
matter as far as is in my power.”’ 

Gen. Newberry also added that if Mr. Guise 
would call at his office he would with pleasure 
and his name to the subscription List, 

What Mr. Guise Says. 

Regarding Gen./Newberry’s /statement Mr. 
Guise has this to say: 

‘Gen. Newberry is quite correct in his 
statement as to how the letters came into my 

ossession. I présented the letter to Carter 

. Harrison, and am expecting his active co- 
operation in my. work. made several at- 
tempts to present some of the other letters, 
but was unable at that time to find the par- 
tres addressed. In regard to the use I made 
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of the letter to Mr. Winston I will say that I . 


have never used it for the purpose of solicit- 
ing subscriptions. Ihave showed it incident- 
aily some few times when parties who were 
prepared to assist in my work, and who in- 
dorsed by plan of operation, not knowing me 
personally, asked for some evidence that I 
was aresponsible and proper rsonage to 
have such a matter in charge receive sub- 
scriptions therefor. This use I considered as 
within the purpose for which the letter was 
given, and I regret that Gen. Newberry should 
take a different view of the matter, for 1 ap- 
preciated his kindness and have no desire to 
misuse it.’”’ 

** My record is such that it will stand i inves- 
tigation. It is a matter of public knowledge 
and proof that, owing to my endeavors and 
the campaign inaugurated by me, the Legis- 
lature of Maryland passed an act limiting the 
telephone charges to $72 per year.

Hesaid that he would take 
but a moment of my time, and then produced 
his typewritten decisions affecting telephones, 
Itold him that I would not be bothered, 
Later he returned with his subscription book. 
On this visit he showed me Gen. Newberry’ s 
letter, and I subscribed on account of the in- 
dorsement in that letter, and I wouldn’t give 
any man $5 on his face.’

MORRIS PARK BETTORS PICK ALL 
THE WINNERS OF A DAY. 


Dr. Hasbrouck Carries a Heavy Impost 
and Runs a Mile in 1:39 3-4—Sleipner 
and Reckon Fell in the Race and Jockey 

Fred Littlefield Is Badly Hurt—The 

Other Winners Were Elmer, Parvenu, 
Balance, Miss Maude, and Hy Dy— 
Tuesday's Entries. 

New York, Oct. 3.—[Special.]—That acci- 
dénts are likely to happen on big wide tracks 
like Monmouth and Morris Parks as-on the 
old-fashioned circular tracks that have satis- 
fied racegoers and racing men for many years 
was shown at Morris Park today when 
Reckon and -Sleipner fell in the Bronxdale 
Handicap, and Jockey Fred Littlefield received 
injuries that may prove fatal. The distance 
of the race was one mile, the first quarter ‘of 
which is run straight, the second round a wide 
and easy turn, and the last half mile straight 
away home, 

Dr. Hasbrouck, even with top weight, 126 
pounds, up, was a hot favorite at 8, to 5, with 
Reckon second choice at 3 to 1,‘and Kildeer, 
Fairy, and Sleipner next at 6to 1 each. The 
race was run at a tremendous 
clip from the start, the first furlong 
being run in'11%4 seconds, and the quarter in 23% 


‘seconds, Asthey swungto the -turn there was 


considerable crowding, but whether it was this 
that caused the accident is not quite clear. At 
all events *‘ Lottery.Magnate”’ Morris’ fitty Reck- 
on went down, giving Littiefield an awful fall. 
Grandfather “ Billi” Hayward, who was riding 
Sleipner just behind, could not pull his horse out 
and he went over Reckon. Hayward had a mirac- 
ulous escape, as he was thrown about 
twenty feet, landing op his head. Little- 
field was picked up unconscious and a 
surgeon who examined him said he was 
seriously hurt. Meantime Fairy had made the 
running with Dr. Hasbrouck and Nomad close up 
to the last quarter, where Hasbrouck and Nomad 
drew out together. It wasa hard drive to the 
finish, Nomad, who was a rank outsider at 50 tol, 
running the favorite to a short head as they 
passed the judges. Kildeer was a poor third and 
Dr. Hasbrouck, with 126 
pounds up, ran the mile in 1:39%, equaling the 
best record for the track. 

Miss Maude, who ran second to Sir Francis in 
the rich Matron Stakes Saturday, was the 
favorite in the Fashion Stakes for 2-year-old 
fillies today, but as she had to give away lumps 
of weight to all of them es good a price as 4 to 5 
was obtainable about her. That erratic filly, 
Minnehaha, shot away infront and opened up a 
gap of half a dozen lengths, which Miss Maude 
was unable to wear down until they had gone 
half a mile; then she took command of affairs and 
going on at her leisure won in a gallop by four 
lengths. There was a smart contest for the place, 
Minnehaha lasting just long enough to get it by a 
head from May Lose, who beat Lustre a head in 
the very last jump.

The Coulcil of Administration Reaches 
That Decision as the Best One for the 
Good Name of Chicago and the Fair— 
Few Officials Can Attend the New York 
Celebration—Casb Wanted for the IIlli- 
hnois Guard to Attend the Dedicatory 
Ceremonies—Other Exposition News. 

With much reluctance the Council of Ad- 
ministration reached yesterday the .decision 
that none except persons receiving invitations 
shall be admitted to Jackson Park Dedication 


day, Oct. 21. This question of throwing open . 


the gates has been given serious consideration 
by the Exposition management, and the rea- 
sons for the conclusion that it would be wise 
to restrict entrance to those receiving invita- 
tions were set forth by President Higinbotham 
yesterday afternoon. | 

“‘l am very sorry,” said he, “that we are 
obliged to stick to the original program of 
admitting those only who have tickets. While 
wisdom, I think, suggests this course, sympa- 
thy and good-will toward the people of the 
country might lead to an opposite.conclusion. 
Bet hergis‘the situation: We have invited 
60,000 distinguished people who will come 
from every State in the Union and from for- 
eign countries to attend these dedicatory cere- 
monies. Now, these people will be here as 
guests of the City of Chicago. It is the duty 
of the city, in my opinion, to see that they are 
adequately cared for. This includes general 
comfort as well as sight-seeing. We, as citi- 
zens, I think, cannot afford to crowd them into 
a merciless jam at Jackson Park and thereby 
ineur their displeasure and consequently the 
unfavorable reports which necessarily they 
would make upon their return home, 

** Dedication day isto be in a measure a 
test of the hospitality of Chicago and 
comforts it can extend visitors mext year. 
Whether we will it or not it is bound to be a 
test, and of far-reaching importance, be- 
cause, as I said before, there will be prom.- 
nent ple here from every part of the 
United States. We cannot avoid that condi- 
tion. Average human nature when it is 
jostled considers the discomfort first and the 
reasons for it afterward. Accordingly we may 
not expect that the people who come here as 
our guests will be sufficiently enlightened 
during their three days’ stay to make proper 
excuses for our shortcomings, should there be 
any, upon their return home. 

* Just look at it. The Lllinois Central, upon 
which we must mainly rely for transportation, 
is elevating its tracks. I unde i three 
of them will be raised by the timie of the 
ceremonies, and that two will beat grade. 
Over these tracks must be transported, not 
only the extra World’s Fair traffic, but the 
regular suburban and through freight and 
passenger service. It is impracticable to have 
people climbing up the sandbank ‘ver the 
elevated tracks.

VIEWS OF MR. ARTHUR RYERSON. 


Too Much Cholera Scare and Quarantine 
in New York. 
-The following communication received by 


Tue Trisuye explains itself: 

LEAMINGTON, England, Sept. 22.—[{Editor of 
The Tribune. }|—Those Americans who have been 
in Europe this autumn have had more than one 
cali to hide their heads over the voluminous ac- 
counts of fright and quarantine in New Yo 
which the papers here have contained and com- 
mented upon. We cannot but hope that many of 
them are exaggera and untrue. Nothing in 
recent times has received so much attention from 
the European press. Upon every side one hears 
the remark that if that sort of thing is even possi- 
ble no foreigners can dare to visit Chicago next 

I therefore desire to call attention to 
a serious factor in the success 
World’s Fair. As the matter is 
likely to come up next year we might 
perhaps learn something from the wisdom 
and experience of England in regard to guard 
against epidemics, and consider: a policy whic 
has preserved her (exposed as she is) from two 
epidemics in the past, and now again tnis year. 
at policy is the isolation of each case and the 
sanitation of the country. Modern authorities 
here do not regard quarantine as an efficient safe- 
guard. Its danger is in leading to carelessness 
behind the line. It has been tried and found 
wanting. Daring the height of the recent epi- 
demic, with vessels plying daily between England 
and Hambure and every avenue of communica- 
tion with the continent crowded with travelers, 
England has maintained no quarantine, but relied 
only on inspection and isolation of each case, with 
the result no case of cholera found foot in the 
United Kingdom. Dr. Collingridge, the Health 
Otficer of London, with his assistants, spent days 
upon infected ships. here has n no 
fright and no excitement whatever, notwith- 
standing that England is next door to 
the source of alarat-~ But our chief lesson is as to 
sanitation. I have spent considerable tiie re- 
cently in East London—in the parts of Bethnal 
Green, Whitechapel, and London ‘Docks, known 
as slums—and | can assure your readers that we 
bave no streets in Chicago that can compare with 
the poorest alley ot East London either in clean- 
liness or in pavement. Idid not see any dirt or 
smell any during all my rounds in East London— 
made, too, with the Vicar of St. Peter’s, London 
Docks, and with men from Oxford Home and 
Toynbee Hall, who knew the weak spots of the lo- 
cality. There is not an ash-bin or a garbage-box 
in London, and the state of affairs as to water 
supply and general cleanliness is well-nigh per- 
fect. May it not be one good result of the pres- 
ent excitement, that we in Chicago may be aroused 
ere it be too late to the primary necessity of clean 
streets and alleys—especially the latter—and 
pure water. These things are more important 
than politics. May it not need an epidemic to 
impress upon us that they are matters of life and 
death. 1 commend the subject to your readers.

Gen. Miles’ Plan Adopted, 

The Council of Administration adopted 
finally yesterday the suggestions of Gen. Nel- 
son A. Miles in regard to the route of the pro- 
cession through Jackson Park Dedication day.

Chinese Exhibit for the Fair. 

Despite the fact that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has decided not to make an exhihit at 
the Fair, on account of the exclusion of the 
Chinese from the country, there will be an ex- 
hibit controlled by Chicago Chinamen. 

Chau Pak Kwai, a wealthy Chinese in- 
terpreter and importer here, has been ap- 
pointed by a local Chinese syndicate as 
its representative to proceed to China 
and purchase the material for building Chi- 
nese structures at the Fair which will repre- 
sent every phase of Chinese life. Mr. Kwai 
will expend between $80,000 and $90,000 on the 
exhibit. The concession of a plot of ground 
on the Fair grounds, 150x250 feet in dimen- 
sions has been made. On the ground will be 
erected a joss-house, tea-house, a Chinese the- 
ater, and several Chinese stores for the sale of 
curios and all kinds of Chinese goods. 


Providing far Fair Mail Facilities,

WANT NO GYMNASIUM. 


COMMISSIONERS VOTE AGAINST 


. NORMAL SCHOOL PROJECT. 


After a Protracted Fight the Enterprise Is 
Finally Killed—Commissioner Spofford 
Makes an Interesting Report—Where 
the Building Fund Has Gone— Railroads 
Take Action to Compel Mr. Aldrich to 
Issue Permits—Wants Detention Hospi- 
tal Management Changed. 

After a fight that has lasted all summer, 
the Normal School gymnasium project yester- 
day received its death blow. The history of 
the fight is familiar. The County Board tirst 
thought it would put $45,000 into the build- 
ing; then $30,000; and finally $20,000. Plane 
were made for a building at that figure. 
Then the question of where the money was to 
come from ‘was raised. Que set of calculators 
presented figures to show that there was 
plenty of money to be had; another set 
figured that the strictest economy would be 
necéssary to make both ends meet at the end 
of the year. 

Yesterday Commissioner Stepina . moved 
that the Superintendent of the Public Service 
comwittee be instructed to advertise for bids 
in accordance with the amended plans. Com- 
missioner Manierre moved as a substitute 
that the whole subject matter be dropped. 
Commissioner Skallerup led- the debate of 
those in favor of the building, and Commis- 
sioner Cool presented the cold figures of the 
financial situation. Commissioner Manierre’s 
motion was lost, Then came the test vote on 
Commissioner Stepina’s motion. Nine Com- 
missioners—Allen, Burmeister, Hoffman, Nel- 
son, Skallerup, Stauber, Stepina, Green, and 
Struckman—voted yea. Five: voted nay. 
Commissioner Carroll was absent. The mo- 
tion was lost. 

Commissioner Spofford submitted a report 
of the finances of the institutions at Dunning, 
the Hospital and the County Agent’s office for 
the first six months of 1892, comparing with 
last year’s expenditures. The Dunning insti- 
tutions show a saving of $43,471, a saving of 
47 per cent. The net saving in running the 
county agency is $16,876, or 40 per cent. The 
net saving at the County Hospital is $14,315, 
or 20 percent. He explained that the amounts 


_represented by the percentages of saving must 


not be considered as actually in the treasury, 
for they had been eaten up by bills which were 
contracted above last year’s appropriations 
and paid for out of this year’s funds. 

Commissioner Spofford also reported how 
the building fund has been used. It is as fol- 
lows: New Criminal Court Building, $209.- 
088; new pavilion at County Hospital, $83,640; 
new storehouse at Dunning, $21,328; new boil- 
ers in Court-Hovuse, $10,844; engine-house and 
electric light plant at County Hospital, $8,814: 
alterations at Detention Hospital, $3,850; cold 
storage at morgue and hospital, $4,900; 
changing entrance to hospital, $2,100; repairs 
and alterations, $4,071; total, $398,704. 

Bids for quarterly supplies were referred to 
the proper committee. The Public Service 
committee recommended the passage of the 
resolution calling for a further examination 
into the condition of County Treasurer 
Kern’s office. Commissioner Ballard wished 
to amend it by leaving out all reference to 
Mr. Kern’s refusal to show the records and 
warrents of his office. It was ruled. that the 
resolution could not be so amended in the 
board, and it was referred back to the Public 
Service com mittee. 

Warden Deal reported the case of an un- 
known man who had been brought to the hos- 
pital. Heisa Pole and has figured on the 
pay-rolils of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad company as Paul Smith. He was in- 
jured at Woodbine, la. The company took 


- care of him for awhile and then turned him 


over to the Polish Consul, who sent him to 
the County Hospital. Commissioner Spofford 
said the action of the railroad company 
created an offense punishable by a $500 fine, 
and suggested speedy action on the part of 
the board. 

Supt. George Sawyer’s much-discussed bill 
of $193 was not reported. The Finance com- 
mittee will wrestle with it again tomorrow.

The Lilinois Woman's Alliance through a _ com- 
mittee has been studying the treatment and dis- 
al of insane women entered at the Detention 
ospital for the last two years. It was decided 
at the last regular meeting to urge your honorable 
body to place the women’s ‘department of the 
hospital in sole charge and authority of a woman 
physician, with women accustomed to nursing as 
aides and attendants. 

_ The Alliance is of the opinion that the best good 
is not served by placing helpless and insane 
women underthe charge of men, and as such 
patients are supersensitive they will respond 
more readily todiscipline and go to recovery un- 
der one of their own sex, Women are succeeding 
80 well as physicians that it will be very easy to 
find one competent for the position.

Want Their Permits.

Largest War Vessel Built at San Francisco 
Homestead Strike Delays Monterey. 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 3.—Cruiser No. 6, 

which is being constructed by the Union iron 

works, has reached so forward a state of 
progress that the, date of its launching has 
been fixed for Nov. 5, and it is intended to 
make the event a notable one. Gov. Mark- 
ham and staff will be invited, as will also all 
the prominent wilitary and naval officials on 
the coast. Cruiser No. 6 has not yet been 
named by the government, but instructions 
are daily expected from Washingt»n which 
will settle that question. The cruiser will be 
the largest war vessel yet launched by 
the Union iron works, exceeding in 
size the Charleston or San Francisco. 
The Carnegie works in Pennsylvania have 
notified the Naval Department that they can- 
not name the time of the delivery of the 
vertical plates to complete the turrets of the 
coast defense vessel Monterey, owing to the 
continuance of the Homestead strike. Noth- 
ing is now lacking for the completion of that 
vessel but these plates. A dock crial of the 
engines of the Monterey was recently had 
with successful results. The Monterey will 
have atrial trip as soon as its big guns are 
in the turrets.

Judge Townsend of the Southern District 
Court of New York has just decided the fa- 
mous pneumatic tire patent suit of A. Feather- 
stone, owner of the Dunlop patents, against 
the George R. Bidwell Cycle company of New 
York in favor of the former. This decision 
sustains the Dunlop patents and grants the 
plaintiff an injunction and an order for an ac- 
counting. The resultis of the greatest im- 
portance and wil! be far-reaching in its effect 
upon bicycle manufacture in the United 
States. It practically puts an end to the 
many infringements and rivals of Mr. Featner- 
stone’s inflated rubber tire and will give him 
almost complete control of what is already 
a very popular invention. On the other hand, it 
is likely to be a thorn in the flesh to such as are 
or have been his opponents, for Mr. Featherstone 
is disposed to push his advantage to the utmost 
and will spare no pains to make his competitors 
account. : 

The history of the victorious patent, its incep- 
tion in this country, the many trials and obstacles 
met and overcome by ite owners, all make inter- 
esting reading. The pneumatic tire ia the inven- 
tion of an Irishman of Belfast, Ireland, -hamed 
Dunlop, and in January; 1890, Mr. Featherstone 
bought the right to this patent in the United 
States. From the first he encountered much op- 
position and discou ement. The idea was not 
new in America, but had not been made prac- 
tical. When the Dunlop tire was put in the field 
many rival inventions sprang up everywhere, the 
most. formidable of these being the Thomas In- 
fiatable Tire company of Philadelphia. This con- 
cern later licensed the Bidwell Cycle company, 
the defendant in the above suit. 

Suit was brought in August, 1891, Both com- 
panies, realizing the importauce of the issue, em- 
ployed the best counsel and prosecuted the case 
vigorously. An adverse -decision meant the an- 
nihiliation of either side. After nearly a year and 
a haif of litigation the attorneys for Mr. Feather- 
stone, Messrs. Duncan. and Page of New York, 
telegraphed the joyful news last Saturday that 
the case was won. Such in brief is the history 
of his suit. 

Mr. Featherstone cannot but feel 
towards the many enemies who have 
needless obstacles in-his path. He says: 

* Many of the largest dealers in bicycles have 
persistently refused to buy my patente hitherto, 
preferring. to trade with those selling infringe- 
ments of my device. The pneumatic tire is now 
used for a great many things besides bicycles. It 
is the most approved tire for racing sulkies,- and 
in other ways is fast superseding the old tires.

they proved whereversmooth and rapid traveling 
is sought for that the importance of the invention 
can hardly be overestimated.” : 

It will be remembered that the celebrated relay 
bicycle race from Chicago to New York last 
spring was made with these tires, and it micht 
aimost be added, in consideration of the terriple 
condition of the roads at the time of the race that 
these inflated tires alone made the rate possible.

JUDGE ANTHONY’S OPINION: ON 
BUILDING CROSSINGS. 


The Case of the Calumet Electrical Road 
People Against the Baltimore and 
Ohio Regarding the Trouble at Com- 
mercial Avenue in the Hands of the 
Railroad’ Commission for the Present, 
but His Honor Tells the Calumet At- 
torney What His Views Are. | 

’ The Catumet Electrical road people en- 
deavored yesterday to get Judge Anthony to 
dissolve the injunction restraining them from 
crossing the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
tracks at Commercial avenue. The attorney 
for the Calumet relied entirely upon the fact 
that the City Council had granted his clients 

a franchise and that the route laid out ran 

across the Baltimore and Ohio tracks at 

Commercial avenue. No one, he argued, had 


any right to interfere with the full enjoy-” 


ment of privileges granted by the city fathers. 
Attorney Jewett, for the Baltimore and Ohio, 
told the court that his client did not object to 
the crossing provided the Calumet people 
would cross in such a way as to make it-com- 
paratively safe for the public. This, he main- 
tained, they were not doing. The ordinance 
provided, for example, that the overhead 
wires should be twenty teet above the sur- 
face. This would make it extremely danger- 
ous for freight brakemen on high freight cars. 
There were other reasons why the crossing, as 
the Calumet people proposed to construet it, 
would be a dangerous one. 

**Do I understand you to say,” asked the 
court of the Calumet attorney, ‘‘ that since a 
council has granted an ordinance no one has 
the right to say how you shall exercisé your 


rights thereunder?’’ 
** The courts have held, I think——” 
“I huld that it is time for some one to step 


in and take some measure to protect the pub- 


lic from the deadly surface crossing. I think 
your clients ought to take steps to construct 
that crossing so as to reduce the dangers to a 
minimum.”’ The court held his decision in 
abeyance until the railroad commission could 
pass un the matter. He was in hopes the dif- 
ficulty could be settled in this way without 
the intervention of the court.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


The suggestions of Fire Chief Swenie as to 
the precautions that should be taken by those who 
have in charge the tall buildings in Chicago, 
given in a paper read before the recent meeting 
of fire underwriters in this city, are valuabie, but 
not much heeded by the people to whom they were 
addressed. He urged that the sw and 
waste paper should at once be burned under the 
boiler instead of being left to accumulate, and 
the janitors and occupants are entirely too care- 
less in the use of matches. Again, there ‘is not 
the care taken to drill the employés in the use of 
extinguishers and the management of hose and 
the standpipe there should be, but, on the con- 
trary, a complete reliance on the Fire Depart- 
ment, which may, in some cases, allow the fire to 
get too much o ‘a start. And, then, that impor- 
tant suggestion as to having at least one elevator 
ready at all times of day or night for instant use 
is “yoy, | disregarded in aimost every tall build- 
ing in Chicago. Fire underwriters are particular- 
y interested that these things should kept be- 

ore the public. 


The American Fire Insurance Lioyds is the 
name of the new individual underwriters’ associ- 
ation being organized in New York City. It is re- 
ported that 100 merchants have subscribed $5,000 
apiece and paid such amount in, so that this or- 
ganization has already $500,000, which has been 
deposited in trust companies and banks for the 
protection of all policyhvlders. It is claimed that 
there will shortly be 300 subscribers of $5,000 each, 
aga 2 a million and a halfof money for protec- 

is organization is to take advantage of 
all the ratings Sts agents can find, shade them, 
and get the business. It also will beat the States 
out of all taxes if possible, and, in other words, do 
the companieg organized in the ordinary legal way 
all the damage possible. 


While no life-insurance \, Somnneny in the 
United States issues a policy of life insurance 
without medical examination, one company —the 
Caledonian—has commenced to do this kind of 
business in Great Britain. The applicant for in- 
surance, however, has to file a statement which 
covers thé usual ground as to his family history 
and his genera! health, but the safeguard upon 
which the directors of the company rely is that 
the insurance tis an endowment and if the in- 
sured shall die before the time set for paying the 
endowment is reached the beneficiaries receive 
but half the amount of the sum payable to the 
survivor should he live out the term. 


Never since its foundation has Pittsburg 
bad such an overhauling as within the last few 
weeks. Buildings of ever ‘d class have been cleaned 
from cellar te attic, and many a sore spot has 
been healed. An inspection would now furnish a 
cleaner ill of health from the fire-underwriters’ 
point of view than was ever before possible. This 
is true of protte much every center of population, 
large and _—_ throughout the country, and the 
good work has been extended into Canada. The 
comma bacillus may have been a blessing in dis- 
guise.—Insurance World. 


After having successfully fought the trolley. 


system in Philadelphia the fire underwriters are 
taking a hand in fighting it in New York City. 

Cleveland 1s the only city of size that has surren- 
dered to the trolley without a struggle, and now 
Enclidavenue, in some parts, is given over to it. In 
Chicago no attem mo has been made to bring the 
overhead wire and the trolley down in the busi- 
ness part of the city. Chicago suffered too much 
in former years from fire to putsuch an impedi- 
ment to handling fires quickly in her streets. 


The annual report of the Fire Marshal of 
Boston just published shows that during the year 
which ended May 1, 1892, 1.237 fire alarms were 

iven, 318 of which were needless or false, leaving 

‘919 alarms for actual tires—179 more than last 
year. .The monetary loss of these fires was $1,- 
467,306, as against $970,443 the year before, and the 
average loss per fire increased from $1,300 to 
$1,600. The Marshal calis attention to the fact 
that the number of proven incendiary fires was 
the smallest in five years.

Sharpe, United States infantry, in a report to 
the War Department on the National Guard

ISSUE $3,000,000 MORE BONDS. 


Stock Market Was Broad and Active—Spec- 
ulative Grain Markets at Chicago Steady 
to Firm, with a Light Trade and Nar- 
row Fluctuations—The Rib Deal Unaf- 
fected by Legal Com plications—South 
Water Street Markets—General Com- 
mercial and Financial News. 


The pronioters of the Alley Elevated road pro- 
pose to issue $3,000,000 more first mortgage bonds. 


A special meeting of the stockholders of. 


the Chicago and South Side Rapid Tran- 
sit company has een called for Dec. 
1 to take action on the proposition of bonding 
the *“ second section’ and the issuing of $3,000,000 
first mortgage bonds. The proposition will un- 
doubtedly be a surprise to many holders of the 
$7,500,000 bonds already issued, who, have im- 
agined that their security was a lien on the road 
from Congress street to Jackson Park. There is 
some ambiguity in the mortgage securing this out- 
standing issue of bonds, and it leaves room to 
doubt whether the Sixty-third street line from 
Calumet avenue to the park would come within 
the lien. Certaifily holders of these bonds have 
generally supposed that their bonds covered the 
line to Jackson Park. It is evident that the pro- 
moters think differently. The language of the 
mortgage securing the present issue in defining 
what is meant by the “first section” is as fol- 


lows: 
First section of the railroad of the railroad 
company constructed and to be constructed, 
authorized and to be authdrized, as the same is 
located or may hereafter be located; the said 
first section being eight miles or thereabouts in 
length, and extending from the north line of 
Van Buren street to Sixty-seventh street, along, 
across. and over the route, alleys, and lands fol- 
lowing, that is to say, beginning between Wabash 
avenue on the east and Dearborn street 
on the’ west at the north line of Van 
Buren street, in he . City of Chicago, 
County of Cook and State of Illinois; thence 
running southwardly between said Wabash ave- 
nue and Dearborn street to a point between the 
north line of Thirty-seventb street and the south 
line of Thirty-ninth street, also in said City of 
Chicago; thence running eastwardly or south 
eastwardly to a point between Dearborn street on 
the weet and Forest avenue on the east; thence 
to Sixty-seventh street in the said City ‘of Chi- 
cago, together with all the lands, tracks, and 
roadway of the said first section of the said rail- 
road, including all the lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments acquired and to be acquired for 
the said first section.” 
The present bonds cover only this “first sec- 
tion.”” The only description of the line after the 
Thirty-ninth street turn is “thence to Sixty- 
seventh street.’’ If the line were to turn east on 
Sixty-third and then run to Sixty-seventh on 
Stony Island boulevard, for instance, there 
would seem to belittle room to doubt that the 
whole of it would come within this definition of 
the first section, but if the line runs straight on 
to Sixty-seventh and the Sixty- -third street branch 
is regarded simply as aspur of the main line, it 
might then become possible to consider it exempt 
from the lien of the present _mortgage and in a 
position where the company might issue another 
series of first mortgage bonds upon it. This is 
unquestionably what it is proposed to do. The 
officials of the company say that they are ignorant 


of the plans of the promoters and while they con-.. 
sider that the present mortgage covers only the 


line to Sixty-seventh street without the Sixty- 
third street branch, they do not care to make an 
officicial statement to that effect. Just what the 
promoters propose in regard to the second sec- 
tion all officials of the company profess igno- 
rance, No plans for extension other than this 
Sixty-third street line are known. These stuate- 
ments certainly seem to point to the conclusion 
that Col. Walcott and his friends propose 
to secure $3,000,000 more bonds on the Sixty-third 
street line. and as this line 1s, according to pres- 

ent plans, but a mile anda half long, it would 
seem that the promoters are not stinting them- 
selves in the amount of the issue. The news of 
this issue will hard.y be pleasant to the holders 
of either the present issue of bonds or the holders 
of stock. It places $3,000,000 of bonds on a parity 
with the $7,500,000 and makes the interest require- 
ment On the new issue as much of a first lien on 
earnings as. th¢@ requirements of the present issue 
of bonds. It also means that annually $150,000 
more interest must be paid out of net earnings 
before dividends are in sight for the stockholders. 

The stock market was broad and active yester- 
day, and in some spots considerable strength was 
shown, but there was not the general buoyancy 
that most of the traders looked for. The brewery 
stocks were strong. The Brewing and Malting 
common and preferred both advanced, but the 
advance was oot.entirely held. The Milwaukee 
and Chicago common opened decidedly strong, 
but a liberal supply of the stock checked the 
bullish sentiment, and the close was % below the 
best price of the day. The supply "ol brewery 
stocks seemed to: drawn chiefly from room 
traders who had bought during the recent de- 
pression and realized on the two or three point 
advance. The supply of such stock-cannot be 
lar ‘The general sentiment on the floor is still 
bullish on these securities, partaculariy for a long 


pull. 

West Side stock was fairly active and not spe- 
weer 4 strong. The opening was at 200, and the 
stock sold down to 198%. The most liberal seller 

ave up the name ot A. *M. Day after the session 
or at least a part of his transactions. Jamieson 
bought steadily. His actions continue to be those 
of a buyer who wishes to accumulate stock with- 
out putting up the market. North Side stock did 
not respond notably to the increase in dividend. 
That has been discounted. The stock was in 
scant supply, however, and the market was fairly 

rm. 

Strawboard stock is strong in spite of the lack 
of any information regarding a settlement of the 
difficulties in tbe market forthe strawboard 
product. Representatives of the independent 
mills are still in the city and to all appearances 
have failed to arrive at any agreement. The mar- 
ket for Street's Stable Car stock was especially 
interesting. There appeared to be a concerted 
effort to scare the shorts, and a good many orders 
wore distributed around so that when the market 
opened it looked as if every one wanted to buy 
Street’s. They succceded in buying alf they want- 
ed, however, without difficulty, and at ‘the close 
the market was heavy and had declined a quarter 
from the top price.

Shorts Show Some Disposition to Cover 
and Bears Hold Off—Fair Buying. 

Cables were barely steady yesterday morning, 
but there was fair buying at the seaboard on for- 
eign account, and as .the figures on the visible 
were received it became apparent that the in- 
crease would be less than estimated. These facts 
encouraged some buying of a good character, and 
the market advanced a little, though the big re- 
ceipts-here and in the Northwest made it impos- 


gible to hold. all of the improvement to the 


close. The Indian shipments showed a mate- 
rial coe off, and there was some com- 
plaint of fly in the winter-wheat belt, where 
rain was badly needed. The private cables were 
a little more encouragi than the pu lic ones, 
The increase in the visible shown by the final fig- 
ures, 2,900.000 bu, was over a million less than ex- 
pected. Outside markets generally easy, but the 
feeling here at the close was steady. There was a 
moderate demand for some varieties of winter 
wheat, with spring rather neglected. Receipts at 
principal Western points aggregated 1,611,500 bu, 
and at Eastern points 397,700 bu, a total of 2 ,009, 200 
bu. Shipments from Western points were 803,800 
bu, and from Eastern points 196,300 bu, a total of 
1,000,100 bu. The export clearances wheat 
and flour from the chief Atlantic akg were 245,- 
800 bu, the local out-inspection was 383,800 bu, and 
there were charters for 60,000 bu. Sales in store 
and to go to store were made at 73\4c for No, 2 
red, 664,.@68c for No. 3 red. 69@69\c for No, 2 
hard, 64@67c for No. 3 hard, 134 @ 73/40 for No, 2 
spring, 61@67c for No. 3 spring, 58%¢c for No, 4 
spring, and 60%%¢ for No. 3 white spring. Free on 
board sales were at 55@62c for No. 4 red winter, 
68%c for No.3 do, 66@68c for No. 3 hard, 53@62c 
for No. 4 spring, and 62@69c for No. 3 do.
